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BRADLEY OF ORANGE IN THE RANKS 
OF THE McKINLEY MEN. 
Will Vote for the Major on the First 
Ballot, and the Defec- 
tion Causes Gloom in the Platt 


Household—The ex-Senator Says 


He Says, 


He Cannot Believe It, and Con- 


gZressman Odell Is in a Perturbed 
State of Mind. 


Thomas W. Bradley of Newburg, one of 
the delegates to the St. Louis Republican 
National Convention from the Seventeenth 
Congressional District, has bolted from Gov. 
Morton and gone over to Major McKinley. 

Mr. Bradley is Congressman B. B. Odell’s 


colleague as a delegate, and his conversion 
to McKinleyism has created a sensation in 
the Platt camp. 

It is now figured out that if Mr. Platt 
has good luck and no more delegates get 
away from him, he may succeed in reach- 
ing St. Louis with at least fifty Morton 
delegates, whose votes he can. control, but 
there are rumors that Mr. Bradley of 
Orange is not the only delegate who has 
concluded there is no use whatever in cling- 
ing to the candidacy of the Governor. 

The news of Mr. Braatey’s desertion came 
out last night in a statement made by 
Wilbur F. Wakeman, Secretary of the 
American Protective Tariff League, of 
which Cornelius N. Bliss is President. The 
statement was as follows: 

I had the pleasure on Sunday of visiting 
Thomas W Bradley of Orange County, who, by 
the way, is one of the best-known business men 
and politicians inthis State. Col: Bradley was 
@ gallant officer with Gen. Sickle’s superb Third 
Army Corps, and Sunday being the thirty-third 
anniversary of the battle cf Chancelorsville, he 
eould taik of little except war memories, but did 
manage to say something about the Republican 
National Convention, to be held at St. Louis. 

It will bé remembered that he was elected a 
delegate to the Republican National Convention 
from the Seventeenth New-York Congressional] Dis- 
trict, without “instructions, and upon this sub- 
ject he szid: ** No additional honor can now 
come to Levi P. Morton through a continuance 
of his Presidential candidacy. The duty of the 
hour is a prompt and hearty recognition of the 
great majority sentiment within our party that 
would nominate McKinley by acclamation. With 
all the respect and regard for Gov. Morton that 
held me to-his support while a reasenable chance 
of his nomination existed, I shall now heed the 
general desire of the business men in my section, 
and vote far Major McKinley on the first ballot.’’ 

‘“* Have you any objection to this being gen- 
erally known?’’ -I asked. 

‘Certainly not,’’ replied Col. Bradley, ‘‘ and 
the sooner it is known and more generally 
known the better it will suit me, I repeat, I 
am ‘for McKinley on the first ballot. He is the 
choice of the great majority of the Republicans 
of the country.’’ , 

Mr. Bradley is a manufacturer of cut- 
lery, a business that has interests in high 
protective tariffs of the McKinley order. 


Congressman Odell, Mr. Bradley’s sponsor, 
got the news of his desertion in Washing- 
ton, and he quickly wired Thomas C. Platt 
as foliows: 

Herald says Bradley is for McKinley. If so, I 
cannot too strongly condemn such action, and 
have. so said in an interview. I am both sur- 
prised and mortified, but remain with you and 
the organization to the end, and you are author- 
ized to so quote me.. Have-wired Bradley. 

- talking about the defection Mr. Platt 
said: 

‘““I cannot believe that it is so. I would 
not be very much surprised, however, for 
it.seems to. me that M~. Bradley did some- 
thing of the, same sort four years ago. 
We then thought he was for Blaine, but he 
turned out to-be for Harrison. I was doubt- 
ful about him this year, and recalled the 
incident of 1892 to Mr. Odell. He said;/how-. 
ever, that he was as certaimof Mr, Bradley's 4 
‘loyalty to the interests of the Governor as 
he was, of .his\ewn: ;Mr. Odell practically 
went on Mr. Bradley’s. bond as surety.”

“There is no-one who can say to the 
Reed delegates that they must not vote for 
this man or that man, in order te oppose 
Mr. McKinley,” he added 

Mr. Hoar also remarked that the same 
reasons did not exist now for a combina- 
tion against any one man as was the case 
when Gen. Grant tried for the third term. 
Senator Hoar will sdil for Europe on the 
Spree to-day.

REED AND McKINLEY IN BROOKLYN, 


Friends of Each Are Trying to Get 
the St. Louis Delegates. 


The Republicans of Brooklyn who are 
got in sympathy with the McKinley move- 
ment are keeping quiet at present, hoping 
that at the proper time they will be able 
to upset all the calculations of Major Mc- 
Kinley’s workers. 

‘“* We are.too old to be caught by the silly 
G@rguments of the McKinley men,” said a 
well-known Reed man yesterday to a re- 
porter for .THE NEwW-YORK:TimgEs.. ‘* When 
the tlre arrives for active work, and work 
that tells, it will be found’ that the little 
Major has not the walk-over his sanguine 
backers believe. 

**The delegates he is said to have, atcord- 
ing to the figures given out by his shout- 
ers, look very well on paper, but wait un- 
til the St. ‘Louis Convention; then there 
may be such a big change in the figures 
that the little Major will be more than 
surprised, and will wonder how Mark ‘Han- 
na made such a mistake.”’

Jacob Worth, the recognized lieutenant 
of ex-Senator Platt in Brooklyn, is keeping 
very quiet, but his friends do not for a 
moment think that he is not yon a hard 
to overcome the McKixley agitation in 
that city.

BURNS CAUSE A WOMAN’S DEATH. 





Mrs. Gladstone’s Clothing Catches 
Fire While She Irons a Curtain, 


Mrs. A. L. Gladstone received severe 
burns all over her body vesterday afternoon 
in her rooms on the sixth floor of the St. 
George Hotel, at Broadway and Twelfth 
Street, and died last night in St. Vincent’s 
Hospital. 

She was ironing a lace curtain at the time 
of the accident. The wind that blew through 
an open window carried. the end of the 
material: over the oil stove on which she 
heated her irons, and it caught fire. Mrs. 
Gladstone tried to smother the flames with 
her hands. Her thin wrapper was soon 
biazing. 

Sne tried to follow the advice of Miss 
Carpenter, a friend who was with her at 
the time, and roli upon the floor. But she 
was in such agony that she could not help 
herself. She was a heavy woman, and Miss 
Carpenter, who is small and not strong, 
could not turn her over. Finding that sne 
was too weak to be of aid, Miss Carpenter 
rushed to the hallway and gave an alarm. 
Mrs. Gladstone followed her and feil to the 
floor. 

Cc. E. Dodd or Williamsport was in the 
hallway, and he quickly seized a blanket 
from Mrs. Gladstone’s room and wrapped 
it about her. Mrs. J. A. Churchill, wife of 
the proprietor of the hotel, who had rushed 
up from the fourth floor, then threw sev- 
eral pails of water over Mrs. Gladstone and 
soon extinguished the flames, 

Mrs. Gladstone was unconscious and Dr. 
Morrow, who was summoned, in vain ap- 
plied restoratives. An ambulance was sum- 
moned and she was removed to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital, where she died at 11:30 last 
right, without having regained conscious- 
ness. 

Mr. Gladstone did not learn of the acci- 
dent to his wife until he returned to the 
hotel at 6 o’clock. Telephone messages 
were sent to his office, but he was not 
there. 

Mrs. Gladstone and her husband, who is 
an agent for the Mutual Reserve Fund As- 
sociation and the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Company, had lived in the hotel 
since their marriage, about a year ago, She 
was a native of Hamilton, N. Y., and_was 
twenty-six years old. A sister, Mrs. C. A. 
Hubbs, lives at 738 St, Mark’s Avenue, 
Brooklyn. 

Miss Carpenter, Mrs. Gladstone’s visitor, 
is nineteen years old, and is the daughter 
of a wealthy Western ranch owner.

Fire Causes a Panic and a Falling 


Tank Strikes Terror to Brokers. 


Wall Street had the sensation of a fire 
yesterday and made the most of it. There 
was not-much to see except the smoke of 
fire engines, but business generally came 
to a standstill. The fire was in 18 Wall 
Street, which has a projection shooting off 
into Nassau Street. It started at the desk 


of F- Linn Bruce, in the law office of Ha- 
vens & Beebe, on the fifth floor. A visitor 
saw a flame shoot up from the desk. He 
lugged in a fire extinguisher, and time was 
lost in a vain attempt to make it work. 
Meanwhile the flame spread. 

An alarm was shouted through the build- 
ing and the firemen were summoned. Ten- 
ants fled in all directions, some by.the ele- 
vators, same bythe. stairway,and others 
sought the roof. The leeg sion, of the fire 
proved inconvénient for the firemen, and 
it had forced’ itséif “to the next floor before 
it.could be successfully attacked. Then the 
firemen made shert work of it. 

The fire gave very little outside show. A 
veil of smoke floated from one of the Nas- 
sau Street windows for a few moments, 
but there was nothing else which the street 
erowd could distinguish as part of the fire. 
Reports that several girls had been penned 
in in an upper story, and that valuable 
legal documents were in danger, including 
the papers in the suit over the Fayer- 
weather estate, furnished a little excite- 
ment, which soon subsided. Rooms of sev- 
eral of the tenants were drenched and the 
fiames did some mischief, but a few thou- 
sand dollars will make all repairs and re- 
place all losses. 

While the fire was under attack and re- 
perts were spreading calculated to en'arge 
the crowd of spectators, fresh excitement 
was created by a crash that sound@d like 
a terrific boiler explosion. It came from 
New Street,.-where workmen are taking 
down a building next door to the Stock 
Exchange. A coprer water tank, which 
they were catego | from the roof, slipped 
from its ropes and pitched five stories to 
the street. Brokers ran out of the Stock 
Exchange in a panic. They thought an 

ttempt. had been made to blow up the 
Mechaage with dynamite. The fall did no 
damage.

ELECTION ENJOINED. 


Constitutionality of the Albany Bi- 
Partisan Act to be Tested. 


ALBANY, May 4—When the Common 
Council met this evening to select the mem- 
bers of the Bi-Partisan Police Board, in 
conformity with “ Boss’ Barnes’s notori- 
ous Albany police law, the Aldermen were 
served with an injunction restraining them 


from proceeding under the bi-partisan act. 

The injunction was granted by. Justice 
Alton B. Parker at Kingston to-day; on mo- 
tion of Albert C. Tennart, and is returnable 
at Kingston Wednesday. The Republicans 
named their two Commissioners before the 
act was signed by the Governor. They 
chose Lewis B. Carr and Reuben L. Weid- 
man. The anti-Thacher Democrats, with 
whom the Re~ublicans are working, were 
to name Patrick H. McCabe and George UL. 
Thomas, two Rooney-Bo‘ty Democrats, 

Mr. Tennant secured his order from Jus- 
tice’ Parker on the allegation that the bi- 
partisan police law was unconstitutional in 
several particulars. The case will be car- 
ried to the Court of Appeals without any 
hindrance. 


A YOUNG GIRL MURDERED. 





Found with Her Throat Cut in a 
Suburb of Washington, 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Elsie Kreglo, six- 
teen years old, daughter of Isaiah Kreglo, 
a farmer living on the Kringle estate, near 
the Zoological Park,-was murdered this aft- 
ernoon, probably by a negro. 

A series of screams startled the inmates 


of her father’s house, and, running to see 
what was the matter, they found the girl 
on the border of a creek, not far away, her 
throat cut terribly. 

The boy who was first on the scene saw 
a man running into the woods and picked 
up a revolver, which it is supposed the mur- 
derer had dropped. 

The girl appeared to be alive just before 
her friends reached her, but Suddenly fell 
face down into the water, which she stained 
with her blood. She had had a struggle 
with her murderer, and her clothing was in 
shreds. 


Secrctary Lamont Goes Fishing. 


OTTAWA, Ont., May 4.—Col. Daniel S. Lamont, 
Secretary of War of the United States, accom- 
panied Wy Gen. Wylie of Washington and Dr.

KILLED WIFE AND CHILD 





PLANT ALSO SHOT HIMSELF, ROLLED 
INTO THE RIVER, AND DIED. 


The Murders Occurred in the Woods, 
and There Were No Witnesses— 
The Woman Shot Three Times, 
and the Baby Stabbed Four Times 
—When Ordered to Come Out of 
the Water the Murderer Replied, 
“I Can’t; ’m Dead,” and Died. 


GREAT BARRINGTON, Mass., May 4.—In the 
village of Clayton to-day Edgar Cecil Plant 
shot and killed his young wife, whom he 
married under compulsion less than three 
weeks ago; stabbed his infant child, and 
three hours later put a bullet through his 


own heart. He was twenty-two years old. 

Plant was the son of §S. J. Plant, Super- 
intendent of the Clayton-White Brick and 
Terra Cotta Works. He worked for his 
father as a molder. The Plants moved to 
Clayton from Toronto, Canada, three years 
ago. 

The murdered woman, whose name was 
Ada J. Sanford, went there with her parents 
two years ago. 

The birth of the child was displeasing 
to Plant, and he showed his displeasure in 
his changed manner toward his wife. His 
parents were opposed to the match, and 
after the marriage the couple went to board 
with the wife’s parents. There they re- 
mained nearly two weeks. They removed 
to the house of Daniel Condon, where they 
have boarded since that time. 

Young Mrs. Plant’s parents this morning 
decided that the couple and the baby could 
come back to live with them, and sent 
their servant to inform them of the fact. 
Plant, his wife, and baby, and the hired girl 
started for Mr. Sanford’s house, taking a 
short cut through the woods. 

After going a short distance the wife dis- 
covered that she Rad left her shawl behind, 
and the servant girl was sent after it. It 
was while the girl was absent on this errand 
that the crime was committed. No one 
knows the circumstances*that led up to it. 

When the servant returned she found 
Mrs. Plant lying on the ground with three 
bullet shots in her back, between the shoul- 
der blades, while by her side lay the baby, 
b/g had been stabbed four times with a 

rk. 

After committing the deed, young Plant, 
revolver in hand, went to the factory and 
told his father what he had done. He in- 
quired for Harry Lyall, the bookkeeper, 
against whom he had a grievance. He was 
unable to find Lyall, however. He then 
went to the bank of Konkapot River, where 
he lay down and ate food he had induced 
a boy to bring him. 

Meantime news of the tragedy had spread, 
and a crowd of excited townspeople at- 
tempted to capture the murderer, whose 
whereabouts had been. guickly learned. 
With his revolver, however, he kept the 
crowd back. 

Great Barrington officers had been ap- 
prised of the murder, and Deputy Sheriffs 
Norton, Cropper, and Douglass started for 
the scene with all possibie haste. 

Plant threatened to kill the first man who 
attempted to lay a hand on him, but the 
officers closed in on him. Perceiving that 
a capture was inevitable, he fired a bullet 
into his left side. fell to the ground, and 
rolled down. the. bank into the river. 

Deputy Sheriff Cropper, not knowing the 
nature of his wound, called to:him to come 
out of the water, to:which Plant replied: 

“I can’t; I’m dead,”’ and disappeared be- 

neath the surface. When the Deputy Sher- 
iff teok him out 4 moment later he was, 
in truth, dead. 
. Medical Examiner Small viewed the bodies 
of the murderer and his victims, and the 
latter were taken. in charge by the dead 
woman’s parents. 

Plant’s mother is an invalid, and all 
knowledge of her son’s terrible crime has 
thus far been kept from her. She was 
taken to Taronto this afternoon by her 
husband, in order that the secret could be 
more closely guarded. 





THE SHOCK KILLED HIS MOTHER. 


William Kostetter Murdered His Wife 
Without Warning. 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., May 4.—William Kos- 
tetter to-day shot and killed his young wife 
and caured the death of his mother in the 
village of Stonington. 

Procuring a breech-loading gun, he en- 
tered the room where his wife was sitting. 
He stepped behind her, took deliberate 
aim, and blew hér head half off. 

Kostetter’s mother ran into the house. 
Shocked by the terrible spectacle, she ut- 
tered a loud cry and fell dead at the feet 
of her son. 

Kostetter is a sober and industrious young 
man, having held several positions of trust 
in this city. He was taken to jail. He has 
been suffering from grip for months, and 
= sanity will be made the subject of in- 
quiry. 


TALE O07 THE SHAH’S ASSASSIN. 





Mollah Reza’s Confession and Denun- 
ciation of Accomplices, 


TEHERAN, May 4.—The man who shot and 
killed the Shah, Nasr-ed-Deen, Friday last 
is a middle-aged follower of a well-known 
agitator named Djemal-ed-Deen, who was 
exiled from Persia in 1891 for subversive 
teachings. The assassin, whose name, as 
previously stated, is Mollah Reza, was, 
subsequent to Djemal-ed-Deen’s expulsion, 
imprisoned for similar practices, but was 


released by order of the Shah and finally 
pensioned. 

He has confessed that he waited two 
months for a favorable opportunity to kill 
the Shah. He frequently approached him 
in disguise, but was unable to carry out 
his design. Lately he learned from his 
nieces, who were domestics in the Shah's 
harem, cf the Shah's intention to visit the 
shrine of Shah Abdul Azin for devotional 
purposes. 

He then decided to attempt to kill him, 
and went to the shrine Friday, where, after 
a little difficulty, he gained admission. He 
then waited for the Shah to approach, 
and, as he did so, fired at and fatall 
wounded him, as detailed in the previou 
dispatches. 

The assassin says that it was his inten- 
tion ‘to commit suicide immediately after 
shooting the Shah, but he was seized too 
quickly. He has given the names of eight 
persons who, he alleges, were his accom- 
plices.

The first 
was in the Fischer building. The others seemed 
to come from the Rigney building. The firemen 
say they were caused by gasoline and whisky. 
The injured firemen were in the Rigney build- 
ing when the roof fell. None of them are fatally 
injured. The loss will exceed $50,000. The 
guests in the hotels escaped, but lost all their 
property.

Of $2,150,000 Withdrawn, It Is Be- 
lieved $1,650,000 Will Go to Russia. 


Gold to the amount of $2,150,000 was 
withdrawn yesterday from the Sub-Treas- 
ury for shipment by the Spree to-day. 
Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & Co. took $1,650,- 
000. Its destination is supposed to be Rus- 
sia, which has been absorbing gold steadily 
for a long time. The rest of the shipment 
is sent by Baring, Magoun & Co, for Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co. It may not go beyond 
Germany, or it may reach London. 

With exchange at $4.88% for demand bills, 
a premium must be paid for gold: destined 
for Russia, if bankers’ estimates are cor- 
rect. About $4.894 has been considered the 
vate at which coin might be shipped with 
profit. 
about one-tenth of 1 per cent. between the 
selling point of exchange and the profit 
point. If that represents the premium, the 
gold’to Russia costs $1,000 per $1,000,000 to 
offset exchange. Germany is believed to 
pay the premium, because Russia draws on 
German credits and Germany orders the

The condition may be 
expected to last as long as French in- 
vestors continue to feel uneasy over the 
apparent turbulence in English affairs. For 
this reason bankers apprehend that, al- 
though rates of exchange hére are nominal- 
ly below the gold shipping point, the Treas- 
ury may lose to England by way of France 
by exchange transactions as well as to 
Russia by gold purchases at a premium. 





NO NEWS OF AN ALASKAN OUTBREAK, 


Reports Received from Ottawa Not 
Credited at Washington, 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Officials of the In- 
dian Bureau have received no advices of 
alleged troubles between the Indians and 
the whites in Sitka, Alaska, or thereabouts, 
as reparted in an Ottawa dispatch. The 
Bureau of Education acts as a guardian 


over the Alaskan Indians, but no intelli- 
gence of trouble has reached that bureau. 

Dr. Sheldon Jackson, who makes annual 
trips to Alaska, said he did not apprehend 
any outbreak between the Indians and the 
whites, but if there was trouble it 
would be the fault of the wnite men, as 
they ruled that country and the Indians 
did not receive justice. 

Dr. Jackson remembers the murder of the 
Indian referred to in the dispatch, who was 
a quiet, law-abiding person, but was killed 
in a saloon and thrown out by white men. 
These men were acquitted. A government 
official in Alaska reported to the bureau 
that it was a brutal and unjustifiable 
murder. 

The reports coming by way ‘of Ontario 
cannot .be of recent date, as the news from 
Alaska is only transmitted to Canada from 
settlement to settlement by individuals. 
This was the case some years ago when a 
report was received in the United States, 
also from Ottawa, to the effect that Dr. 
Jackson had been murdered in Alaska while 
trying to prevent the smuggling of whisky. 

The present report of an alleged outbreak 
is regarded as having no more authenticity 
than similar Ottawa dispatches have had. 





JUDGE BENEDICT MUST ACT. 


United States 
Him to Issue a Subpoena. 


Supreme Court Orders 


WASHINGTON, -May 4.—Chief Justice Ful- 
ler, for the Supreme Court of.the United 
States, to-day decided that Judge’ Benedict 
of the Federal Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New-York must issue’a subpoena 
for the attendance of a physician in Brook- 
lyn before a special examiner of the Pen- 
sion Bureau to testify in respect to an ap- 
lication for pension pending before the 
bureau. 

Commissioner Lochren made the applica- 
tion to Judge Benedict, under the statute 
requiring the Judges of the courts to issue 
subpoenas in such cases, but the Judge 
refused on the ground that that duty was 
executive in its nature, and the courts could 
not be made—process servers for the Com- 
missioner of Pensions; that the law was 
unconstitutional. 

Commissioner _Lochren thereupon asked 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
to issue a writ of mandamus to compel 
Judge Benedict to issue the subpoena, and 
a rule to show cause was sent down to him. 

He made return that he was willing to 
abide by the judgment of the Supremé 
Court of the United States on the showing 
made by Commissioner Lochren, and to- 
day the Chief Justice announced—there be- 
ing no opinion written in the case—that 
the subpoena must’ be issued as requested 
by the Commissioner of Pensions. 





SENATOR JAMES BALLANTINE DEAD. 


Seized with a Paralytic Fit Which 
Proved Fatal in an Hour. 


KINGSTON, May 4.—James_ Ballantine, 
Senator from the Twenty-sixth District, 
died this morning at his home, in Andes, 
Delaware County. He was seized with a 
paralytic fit and died in an hour. He 
leaves a wife and several children. Mr. 
Ballantine was a life-long Republican. 

He was born in Andes, Jan. 27, 1855. 
When nineteen years old he started in busi- 
ness in Andes as a dealer in butter and 
general merchandise. He became interest- 


ed in politics early in life, and was elected 
Trustee of Andes Village in 1876 and. in 
1877. He was elected Supervisor of the 
town in 1881, and for eight succeeding 
years was re-elected to the positien. 

He entered the Assembly in 1889, having 
defeated Isaac H. Maynard, the strongest 
Democrat in the county, who had previous- 
ly carried the county by large majorities. 
Mr. Ballantine became a member of the 
Republican State Committee in 1891. 

He sought the nomination in 1895 to the 
Senate from the new Twenty-sixth District, 
composed of Delaware, Chenango, and Sul- 
livan Counties, and. received: 15,028 votes 
to. 9,571 cast for Henry Doyle, Democrat. 

He was a member of the Senate Com- 
mittees on Public Printing, Railroads, For- 
est, Fish, and Game, Revision, and En- 
grossed Bills.

AT LEAST FIFIEEN DEAD 





Collapse of a Five-Story Building 


in Cincinnati. 





OVER A HUNDRED IN THE RUINS 





Firemen and Citizens at Work Res- 
cuing the Injured and Recover- 


ing the Bodies of the Killed. 
LIST OF DEAD MAY REACH FORTY. 


Building Blown to Pieces by the Ex- 
plosion of a Gasoline Tank in 


the Basement. 


CINCINNATI, May 4—A five-story building 
on the east side of Walnut Street, just 
south of Fifth Street, collapsed at 7:45 
o’clock to-night, and scores of persons were 
buried in its ruins, 

It is impossible to say at this time how 
many are killed, but it is believed the num- 
ber exceeds fifteen; it may reach forty. The 
injured probably number near a hundred, 
of whom at least twenty are hurt badly.

R. A. Fricke of Norwood was to leave 
for Philadelphia to-night. He is known to 


have left his valise in Drach’s saloon early 
this morning. As he has not been seen 
since the explosion, his friends fear that 
his body is buried beneath the ruins in the 
cellar, ~ 

The ground floor of the building was occu- 
pied by Adolph Drach’s saloon. The upper 
apartments were rented to lodgers. It is 
estimated that there must have been at 
least 250 persons in the building when it 
collapsed. 

The explosion; was caused by the ignition 
of a. gasoline tank in the saloon. Mr. 
Drach, the’ proprietor of the saloon, re- 
cently had placed a gasoline engine in his 
cellar for the purpose of generating his own 
gasoline fuel. a 

Best authorities agree that the commu- 
tator of the engine had burned out, and 
that through tnis fire reached a tank of 
gasoline. The building was seen to shake 
for an instant and then cave in, and an in- 
stant later only an indiscriminate mass of 
ruins*remained. The walls of the buildings 
adjoining on either side remained intact, 

A fire alarm was given without delay, 
and in a few minutes a large force of fire- 
men and citizens was engaged in the work 
of rescuing those imprisoned in the wreck 
and in recovering the bodies of those who 
had been killed’in the collapse. 

The force was so divided that part was 
employed at the front of the building and 
the balance in the rear. 

It was found by the searchers that few 
of the large number who had gone down 
with the building had survived. It seemed 
almost impossible that any living thing 
would be found in the mass of brick, mor- 
tar, and iron. It was not long, however, 
before at least 100 persons had been taken 
out.of the ruins. Almost every one was 
injured more or less. 

Seven bodies had been found at midnight. 

Twenty persons who had been injured on 
the streets while passing the building at 
the time of the collapse were taken into 
the Gibson House, just across the way, 
where their wounds were dressed. 

Among these was Chief of Police Joseph 
Pugh of Covington, Ky., whoreportsa most 
miraculous escape. He was just in the act of 
entering the saloon—in fact, one foot was 
upon the door sill—when he was startled by 
the flash of a burning electric wire 
overhead. He sprang backward. Just then 
the explosion took place and he felt the 
ground leave his feet. He was blown al- 
most into the middle of the street. 

Three persons, whose names cannot be 


learned, were injured slightly in a passing 
street car, and several women in another 
car were prostrated from the shock. 

A Newport (Ky.) car, which was also near 
the place, met with a remarkable experi- 
ence. It was suddenly brought to a stand- 
still by a fearful shock, and an immense 
mass came crashing through the roof. 

This proved, upon examination, to be an 
iron door from the cellar of the building, 
which, by some strange freak of the ex- 
plosion, had been blown through the falling 
débris and up into the air. A man named 
John Neibel of this city had just left the 
spot when it fell, and walked back to the 
rear platform. No one was hurt. 

A Brown Street car was smashed almost 
into fragments. Fortunately, no passen- 
gers were on board, and the conductor and 
motorman escaped with slight injuries. 

While digging through an adjoining wall 
the firemen came upon John McCarthy, 
who was lying upon his back helplessly 
pinioned. McCarthy was released after the 
hardest labor, he himself assisting his res- 
cuers by giving them directions how to 
proceed. 

Near where McCarthy was found were 
three other victims, among them a woman 
and child, who have not yet been taken 
from the ruins. 

The pitiful moans of the woman and the 
eries of the little one, begging her mother 
to come to her, stimulated the brave fel- 
lows who were working with might and 
main to save them. 

Two priests, Fathers Tiernan and Kiely, 
have been conspicuous for their efforts at 
consoling those beneath the ruins. 

When leaning forward to administer con- 
solation to an unfortunate who was crying 
for aid, Father Tiernan was struck by a 
falling tile and badly hurt.

SPAIN APPEALS TO ST. ISIDRO. 


Religious Ceremonies Against the 


Drought and Cuba’s War. 


MADRID, May 4.—This city was the scene 
to-day of an imposing religious ceremony, 
the object of which was to procure the in- 
tercession of St. Isidro, the patron saint of 
Madrid, who lived in the thirteenth cent- 
ury, to bring about the end of the long 
drought that has done great damage 
throughout the country, and also to effect 
the suppression of the Cuban rebellion. 

The remains of the saint, inclosed in a 
silver casket, were carried through the 
streets, escorted by eight hundred priests, 
thousands of members of religious congre- 
gations and the civil and military officials. 

All carried lighted tapers, and the scene 
was most impressive, even to those who had 
no faith in the efficacy of the ceremony. 
There were a great number of choristers 


who chanted litanies as the procession 
moved slowly through the principal streets 
of the capital. 

The route was lined with thousands of 
people, who knelt as the remains of the 
saint were borne past them. The houses 
were decorated in honor of the occasion, 
and an enormous quantity of flowers was 
thrown from the balconies into the path 
of the procession. Nothing similar to to- 
day’s ceremony has been seen in Madrid 
since the seventeenth century. ’ 

Services will be held for nine days in the 
cathedral, their object being the same as 
that of to-day’s procession. The Queen 
Regent and other members of the royal 
family and the Ministers will attend. Sim- 
ilar functions have been or will pe held in 
all the towns of the country. 





RECEIVER FOR MINING EXCHANGE.

PRESSED THE GOLDEN KEY 


ELECTRICAL EXPOSITION FORMALLY, 
OPENED BY GOV. MORTON, 


The Current Turned on from Niagara 
Fired Cannon in New-Orleans, San 
Francisco, St. Paul, and Augusta, 

' but the One on the Roof of the 
Industrial Building Missed Fire~ 
Commodore Vedder Orator—Many 
Interesting Exhibits. 


The Electrical Exposition was formally 
opened by Gov. Morton last night at 8:30 
in the main hall of the Industrial Building, 
at Forty-third Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue. 


When the proper moment arrived the Gov- 
ernor pressed the gold telegraph key which 


had been used by President Cleveland in 
opening the World’s Fair at Chicago, and 
immediately Gov. Morton was seen sur- 
rounded with two bands of etheric light 
generated by high-tension currents of elec- 
tricity in long vacuum tubes. The current 
which started the etheric light came from 
the Niagara Power Company’s dynamos,, 
and in completing its circuit passed 
through New-Orleans, San Francisco, St., 
Paul, and Augusta, Me., firing off cannon 
in each of these cities. 

Between 6,000 and 7,000 persons had as- 
sembled in the main hall of the Industrial 
Building when Gov. Morton entered the re-< 
served space in the gallery shortly after 8 
o’clock. The Governor was accompanied by. 
his privat@secretary, Col. Ashley W. Cole, 
and by Frank Hawley, the Chairman of the 
Reception Committee. He was received by, 
Cc. H. Wilmending, President of the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association; Mayor 
Wurster of Brooklyn, T. Commerford Mar- 
tin, and H. H. Vreeland. 

Mr. Wilmerding began the ceremonies by; 
making a few remarks which were in- 
audible, after which Mayor Wurster came 
forward and said that in the absence of 
Mayor Strong he had been asked to da 
the honors of the evening to Gov. Morton. 
Mayor Wurster added that he could see 
no reason for his being chosen for this 
office, save that he came from a city across 
the East River where there was more elec- 
tricity to the. acre than anywhere else iw 
the world, except Niagara. 

The audience applauded Mayor Wurster 
liberally, and when he said he did not know 
why he had been chosen, some one in the 
crowd yelled: ‘“‘ Because you can make 
yourself heard,” at which every one 
laughed. ; 

Commodore Perry Vedder, the orator of 
the evening, said electricity was the mighty 
miracle of the nineteenth century, and that, 
though he could speak with the tongue of 
angels, he could only partly tell the story, 
of electricity. 

Mr. Vedder said he was an exceedingly 
unwilling speaker. He found it difficult to 
describe such a subtle and sublime agent. 
It was the most potent factor in the ever- 
lasting history of creation. It sparkled 
in the dewdrop; it had a place in the tiniest 
grain of sand, and could split the, great 
globe itself. It appeared to be a substanca 
in some cases and in others a spirit. It 
had become indispensable to man’s prog- 
ress and prosperity. It had increased his 
power to labor, and therefore had decreased 
the hours during which he had to work. 

Franklin, Edison, and Tesla, continue® 
Mr. Vedder, had lifted the world nearer 
heaven than it ever had been before. By, 


means of modern discoveries in electricity, 
men might talk face to face, though 5,000 
miles distant. In his peroration, Mr. Ved- 
der said that the greatest living traveler 
in electricity was as a child © the sea- 
shore of knowledge. There might be great 
discoveries close.at hand. 

Mayor Wurster then announced the prege 
ence of ‘His Excellency, Gov. Levi P, 
Morton.” 

Gov. Morton’s name was received with 
loud cheering, which was repeated with 
interest when he came forward and bowed 
to the large audience. Some one shouted 
out, ‘‘Our next President,’’ which started 
the cheering again, and it was several min- 
utes before the Governor was permitted 
to begin his short speech. He spoke in a 
clear, strong voice, which was easily heard 
in every part of the hall. He said: 

Mr. President and Officers of the National 
Electrical Exposition: I feel honored by the in-: 
vitation which you have extended to me ‘to 
release the electric current generated by: the 
power of the great cataract at Niagara, and in 
accordance with your wishes, I now declare 
this exposition duly opened. 

The Governor then touched the key, ang 
those in the audience expected to hear the 
cannon go off ontheroof. For some reason 
this cannon proved refractory and did not 
fire, though those stationed at New-Or- 
leans, San Francisco, St. Paul, and Aue 
gusta all exploded at the proper second, as 
telegrams from these cities soon proved. 

While the Governor and the President: of 
the National Electric Light Association 
were receiving these dispatches, and others, 
the thousands of visitors down stairs were 
eagerly inspecting the various_ exhibits 
which were beautifully framed and lavishly 
lit up with electric lights of both» the are 
and incandescent kinds. 

The model of the Niagara Falls Power 
Company, which is situated in the middle 
of the main hall, naturally attracted most 
attention. Besides a section model of the 
power-house showing the turbines at the 
bottom of the wheel pits, ana the long, 
penstocks which turn the Tesla electria 
generators at the ground level, there is a 
complete model of the town of Niagara, 
with the State reservation, Goat Island, and 
the American Falls. To make the resem- 
blance more complete, a stream of water 
flows over the falls and toward the Whirl- 
pool Rapids. 

Alongside of this model are about twen- 
ty telephones connected by wire with re- 
ceivers placed near the American Falls, so 
that visitors to the exposition last night 
heard the roar of the great cataract. This 
was a splendid chance for the young wo- 
men present, and the men had to do with- 
out hearing Niagara roar while the expo- 
sition remained open. 

A model section of the Erie Canal is 
equipped with an electric hauling motor, 
to which a barge was attached, but owing 
to some delay in completing the work on 
the model »t was impossible to let the 
water into the model canal last-night. The 
motor is supported by one heavy wire, and 
is guided below by a much lighter one, 
the current passing from the top wire 
through the machinery and back to the 
power house by the lower wire. 

An exhibit which attracted a great deal 
of attention was that of the Edison Electrie 
Illuminating Company of New-York, occu- 
pying the whole south side of the main 
hall. 

Here could be seen electric cooking in all 
its phases, as well as electric ironing, a 
poultice kept hot by a current of electricity, 
bed warmers, radiators, and other forms of 
electric appliances giving heat without any 
possibility of fire or without giving off any 
noxious gas. 

Besides these smaller and _ less-known 
adaptations of electricity, the Edison Com- 
pany g#howed its regulating systems, its 
means of dividing currents, its various me- 
ters for measuring the amount of current, 
and a model of the upper half of a field 
frame of one of the 800 kilowatt dynamos 
used in the Duane Street Station. 

The General Electric Company had a 
tasteful exhibit at the west end of the 
main floor, surmounted by a beautiful mon- 
ogram in small colored electric lights. In 
conjunction with the Edison Illuminating 
Company, the General Electric Company 
had fitted up a room with electric lights 
which were themselves invisible, but which, 
by means of reflectors, Hghted every part 
of the room with a soft and gentle radi- 
ance. The Westinghouse Company has a 
fine exhibit in the northeast corner of tha 
main floor, where one of Tesla’s polyphone 
dynamos is shown at work. Mr. Tesla’s 
discovery of disconnected incandescent 
light is also exhibited here. An ordinary 
incandescent light bulb ‘is separated fro’ 
an electro-magnet by a sheet of glass, 
the light glows in it as

DID NOT THE CHARGE 


Lewis Frank, Arrested for Trying to 
Kiss a Girl, Discharged, 


NEWARK, N. J., May 4.—Lewis Frank of 
® Warren Street, this city, a collector for 
the W. C. Hartman Mercantile Agency of 
New-York, was arraigned before Judge 
Mott this morning on a charge preferred by 
Mary F. Riordan, a typewriter, of Harri- 
son. She alleged that when she was sent 
to Lewis’s house to do some werk he at- 
tempted to kiss her. 

The young woman told her story to the 
Court this morning. She said that when 
she went to the room occupied by Lewis—a 
bedroom—he cautioned her not to be timid, 
and requested that anything occurring be- 
tween them should be ‘treated confiden- 
tially. Then she averred that he puffed 
smoke in her face, and placed both hands 
upon her cheeks and tried to kiss her. His 
face was so close, she said, that his mus- 
tache touched her face. She repulsed him, 
and hurried out of the room without her 
coat and hat. These were given her, and 
she went away, threatening to return with 
her father. She related to the latter what 
had occurred, and Mr. Riordan caused the 
defendant's arrest. 

Lewis staied when called to the stand 
that he perceived when the girl entered the 
room that she was nervous, and that in as- 
suring her that she had no cause to be 
timid he might have touched her on the 
forehead or shoulder. He denied having 
attempted to kiss her, and said he was en- 
gaged sorting papers, which were strewn 
upon the bed, when she left the room. The 
Witness Was surprised when a member of 
the Clark family, with whom he boarded, 
came in and asked for the girl’s coat and 
hat. When she said she would bring her 
father to the house, the witness said, he 
offered to accompany her to her father. 

Judge Mott said there was not the slight- 
est evidence to hold the prisoner. He said 
he doubted.that Lewis had any intention 
of kissing the woman, if he puffed smoke in 
her face, as’ she said. The prisoner was

SURVRISES IN THE SENATE | 





REPUBLICANS BEATEN BY THE DEM. 
OCRATS AND POPULISTS, > 


The Delaware Senatorship: Case Is 
Taken Up and an Arrangement Is 
Made for a Vote—Probable Du 
Pont Will Fail to Get a Seat—Re- 
publicans Also Disappointed in 
Their Plan as to the Peffer Bond 


Resolution, 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—This has been a 
day of reverses for the Republicans of the 
Senate. They were subjected at the very 
beginning of the session to the humiliation 
of seeing the Du Pont case taken from the 


control of the Republican Chairman of 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
and made a special order for consideration 
immediately after the River and Harbor 
bill shall be disposed of. This unexpected 
move created consternation on the Repub- 
lican side. The attitude of the Populists 
had made it doubtful whether Du Pont 
could get his seat, and the Republicans had 
not desired to see his chanceS put to the 
hazard of a vote. Their fears were reéal- 
ized when they saw the Populists vote on 
the Democratic side. Stewart and Jones 
of Nevada were silent, but the other Popu- 
lists voted to take up the case. 

Mr. Turpie made the motion which 
brought on the Republican defeat. Mr. 
Mitchell of Oregon, the Chairman of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, pro- 
tested in vain that the motion was in vio- 
lation of all precedent. Mr. Turpie’s mo- 
tion was in accordance with the Democrat- 
ic plan to get the Du Pont case out of the 
way, and it prevailed by the close vote of 
32 to 31. 

The decision to consider the case on the 
day following the passage of the River and 
Harbor bill was taken at Mr. Gorman’s 
Suggestion. 

The Senate soon after voted to lay aside 
the River and Harbor bill in favor of the 
Peffer bond resolution. While the taking up 
of this resolution was in opposition to the 
wish of Mr. Hill, that Senator was pre- 
pared to continue the speech he began near- 
ly a fortnight ago against the resolution, 
and he held the floor until 5 o’clock, when 
with only a handful of Senators in the 
chamber a motion to adjourn was carried 
before the Republicans fairly realized what 
was taking place. While Mr. Hill was 
speaking the Republican leaders, who are 
as anxious as Gorman, Vest, and other 
anti-Administration Democrats to see the 
resolution adopted, let it be known that 
they intended to keep the Senate in session 
until the matter should be disposed of. Mr. 
Chandler, Mr. Lodge, and one or two oth- 
ers were in the chamber when Mr. Mills 
moved to adjourn, but they did not hear 
his motion. Not until Mr. Pasco, who was 
in the chair, put the motion, did they real- 
ize what was going on. It was then too late 
and the Senate was declared to be ad- 
journed while they were making the point 
of no quorum. 

It is the plan of Mr. Gorman and the 
other Democratic Senators to prevent an 
adjournment at the time fixed by the Re- 
publicans, and go the speech of Mr. _ 
2 The 
New-York Senator did not address himself 
to the resolution, in agreement with this 
plan of delay. He considers it folly for 
the Senate to lend itself to the Populist 
scheme for a mud-slinging campaign, and 
proposes to do all he can to prevent the 
adoption of the resolution. 

Although the friends of the resolution 
have declared that they would not take 
part in the debate, Mr. Wolcott expressed 
a desire to-day to take issue with the New- 
York Senator, and Mr. Hill is of the opinion 
that others will be drawn into the discus- 
sion. Several Democratic Senators who 
were asked to-day by a correspondent of 
THe New-York TiMps if they intended to 
take part in the discussion, said they were 
Mr. Hill answered Mr. Wol- 
cott’s opinion that the Senate ought to 
have the facts concerning the bond issues 
before proceeding to pass bilis calling for 
large appropriations. He declared that, 
should an investigation be ordered, the 
report of the committee would not be made 
before the last appropriation bill would be 
out of the way. Mr. Hill said to-night that 
he probably would not finish his speech to- 
morrow. 





WORK OF THE PATENT OFFICE. 


Report of the Commissioner 


Transmitted to Congress. 


The 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Commissioner of 
Patents John S. Seymour transmitted to 
Congress to-day a report of the operations 
of the Patent Office for the calendar year 
1895. During the year there were 39,145 
applications for patents, and 21,998 patents 
granted. The number of patents which ex- 
pired was 12,345. The receipts of the office 
were $1,245,246, the expenditures were 
$1,084,496. In every year since 1861 there 
has been a surplus over all expenditures, 
the total balance in the Treasury to the 
credit of the Patent Office being $41,529,881. 

Of the patents issued, 19,949 were to citi- 
zens of the United States, and 2,049 to citi- 
zens of foreign countries. In proportion to 
population more patents were issued to citi- 
zens of Connecticut than to those of any 
other State, and next in order, in proportion 
to population, come the District of Colum- 
bia, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New-Jer- 
sey, New-York, Montana, and Colorado. 
The States to whose citizens fewest patents 
were granted in proportion to the number 
of inhabitants are Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, Alabama, Georgia, 
and Arkansas. 

As to foreign countries, 614 patents were 
granted to residents of England, a larger 
number than to residents of any other for- 
eign country; to those of Germany, 539; of 
the Dominion of Canada, 302; of France, 
202; of Scotland, 50; of Austria-Hungary, 
46; of Switzerland, 42; of Sweden, 30; of 
Russia, 20; of Victoria, 21; of Mexico, 17; 
of New South Wales, 17; of Belgium, 16; 
of the Netherlands, 16; of Denmark, 11; of 
Italy, 11; of Norway, 11; of Ireland, 10; of 
South Australia, 10; of New-Zealand, 9; of 
Hawatli, 5; of India, 5; of Cuba, 4; of the 
South African Republic, 4; of the Argentine 
Republic, 3; of Spain, 3; of Venezuela, 3; 
of Algeria, 2; of Brazil, 2; of Chile, 2, and 
one each to citizens respectively of Bermu- 
da, British Guiana, the Cape Colony, Ecua- 
dor, Finland, Greece, Guatemala, Nicara- 
gua, Peru, Puerto Rico, San Salvador, Tas- 
mania, and Turkey. 

The Commissioner recommends the enact- 
ment into law of the bill prepared by the 
Patent Committee of the American Bar 
Association, which has already been intro- 
duced in the House, limiting the time with- 
in which an application may be made in 
this country, by either the foreign inventor 
or any other,.to two years after the matter 
has been patented or described in any print- 
ed publication in this or any foreign coun- 
try, and pecasing the period within which 
applications shall be completed and pre- 
pared for examination from two years to 
six months. The latter provision, the Com- 
missioner says, must certainly reduce the 
possibilities of intentional delay in the 
prosecution of applications for patents. 

During the past twenty-five years the 
office has granted to each of 25 inventors 
more than 100 patents)’ Thomas A. Edison 
heads the list with 711, Elihu Thomson 
coming next with 304, Francis H. Richards 
with 343, Edward Weston with 274, Charles 
E. Scribner with 248, Charles J. Vande- 
poole with 244, Rudolph M. Hunter with 
228, and George Westinghouse with 217. 





BOUTELLE ATTACKS THE SENATE. 


Thinks Implements Should Be Pro- 
vided to Sustain Warlike Menaces,. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—This was one of 
Mr. Boutelle’s days in the House. He broke 
into proceedings under suspension of the 
rules this afternoon to ask that the Sen- 
ate amendments to the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill be non-concurred in, and a confer- 
ence ordered, and he at once began a 
speech. 

Although he had not favored the con- 
struction of four battleships and had op- 
posed the authorization of more than two. 
he desired to stand by the House when 
it ordered that four should be built, and 
he resented the action of the Senate in 
cutting down the number to two. 

In his own aggressive way, Mr. Bou- 
telle reviewed the course of the Senate in 
seeking to provoke quarrels with many 
nations, to show that if the Senate de- 
sired to be consistent, it should put the 
country in the way of maintaining its 
menaces. 

This apt but unparliamentary talk was 
allowed to go on for some time, Then Mr. 
Quigg objected, making what Mr. Boutelle 
described as “an infantile objection ’”’. to 
the references to the Senate. — 

Mr. had gone far enough, when | 
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the Speaker ruled against him, to show 
that the Senate liked to talk fight, but was 
unwilling to turnish the implements with 
which to do fighting. He was obstreper- 
ous, as he sometimes is, and he was un- 
willing that the House should adopt the 
motion made by Mr. Sayers of Texas to 
concur in the Senate amendment reducing 
the number of new battleships to two. 
That motion will be disposed of in all prob- 
ability to-morrow after the reading of the 
Journal. ; 

As the House does not feel so combative 
as it did earlier in the session. it is pos- 
sible also that it will give up the ships. - 





WALSH WILL BE UNSEATED. 


The Seat in Congress to be Given to 
Mitchell, ‘ 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—By a vote of 5 to 
1 this morning House Committee No. 2 
decided the contested election case of 
Mitchell (Rep.) against Walsh, (Dem.,) from 
the Sixth New-York City District, in favor 
of the contestant. Mr. Mitchell came to 
Washington Saturday last on his wedding 
tour, which circumstance led his counsel, 
Gen. W. W. Dudley, to remark that it was 
seldom a man secured a winsome bride 
and a seat in Congress all in the same 
week, 

In the case of Martin (Rep.) against 
Lockhart, (Dem.,) from the Sixth North 
Carolina District, Mr, Martin got the de- 
cision, and in the case of Thompson (Pop.) 
against Shaw, (Dem.,) from the Third 
North Carolina District, the report is in 
favor of Shaw. 

House Elections Committee No. 3, by a 
vote of 6 to 1, in the contested election 
case of Yost (Rep.) against Tucker, (Dem.,) 
from the Tenth Virginia District, author- 
ized a report favoring the contestee, Mr. 
tucker. Mr. McCall of Massachusetts, the 
Chairman of the committee, was directed 
to make the report of the majority, which 
will be sigited by three Republicans and 
three Democrats. 

In the House the contested election case 
of Kearby (Pop.) against Abbott, (Dem.,) 
from the Sixth Texas District, was reported 
with a resolution recommending that Ab- 
bott, the sitting member, retain this seat. 
The resolution was agreed to. 


A Provision for Retaliation. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Perkins introduced a bill which 
provides that whenever any foreign nation, 
or its colonies, shall impose or levy any 
discriminating duty, or otherwise impose 
any regulation or condition having like ef- 
fect upon the vessels, produce, manufacture, 


&c., of the United States, or shall advance 
or increase its open or concealed export 
bounty or premium upon its own produce, 
&c., above such bounties existing Jan. 1, 
1895, the President of the United States 
shall have power, and it is made his duty, 
to declare the same by proclamaion; where- 
upon the Secretary of the Treasury is di- 
rected to ascertain the effect of such dis- 
criminating duties. The President is then 
directed to countervail such discriminaing 
duty by the increase of the rates of duty 
imposed by law upon such products from 
such discriminating countries as he may 
designate, to an amount equal to the dis- 
criminating duty imposed against the prod- 
ucts of the United States. 


Congressional Doings. 


—In the Senate yesterday Mr. Butler 
offered a joint resolution to carry into effect two 
resolutions of the Continental Congress directing 
monuments to be erected to the memory of Gen. 
Francis Nash and Gen. William Davidson of 
North Carolina.| The resolutions prepose an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 for each monument and 
direct the money to be paid to the Governor of 
North Carolina. 

—The resolution offered in the Senate 
Dec. 30 by Mr. Call (Dem., Fla.,) for a select 
committee to investigate the efforts of railroad 
and other corporations in Florida to control the 
selection of members of Congress, has been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions. 

—The House has agreed to the conference 
report on the bill to regulate marriages in the 
District of Columbia, the Senate having ac- 
cepted all the House amendments.

WILL STOP LITIGATION. 


Aldermen Submit a Proposition 
the Railroad. 


to 
Nassau Electric 


Corporation Counsel Burr of Brooklyn 
sent to the Aldermen of that city yesterday 
a communication to the effect. that it would 
be advisable for the city to withdraw its 
notice of appeal in the ease of Adamson 
against the Nassau Electric Railroad Com- 
pany to prevent the road from using Union 
Street; This: action on the part of. Mr. 
Burr. was taken because. Mr. Adamson 
abandoned the appeal proceedings, leaving 
the city alone to continue the case. 

Upon the recommendation of Mr. Burr the 
Aldermen adopted the following resolution: 

That the Corporation Counsel be and he is 
hereby authorized to withdraw the notice of 
appeal to the Court of Appeals in the case of 
Je@hn Adamson vs. The Nassau Electrie Rail- 
road Company and others, upon the condition 
that the Nassau Railroad Company reimburse 
the city for all disbursements incurred by it in 
the prosecution of said action, and upon the 
further condition that the said railroad company, 
by a proper instrument, enter into an agreement 
in accordance with the suggestions contained in 
the communication of the Corporation Counsel 
of the 4th day of May, in relation to this sub- 
ject, the terms and form of said agreement 
to be approved and accepted by the said Cor- 
poration Counsel. 

Mr. Adamson withdrew his suit, it is said, 
upon the promise of the railroad officials 
to pay the expenses that have been incurred. 


Mileage and Party Rate Tickets. 


CuHIcaGo, May 4.—What is to be done re- 
garding the issue of mileage and party- 
rate tickets by the Western Passenger As- 
sociation lines will be determined at a 
meeting of executive officers and General 
Passenger Agents to be held in this city 
to-morrow. All the roads are agreed that it 
will not be possible to discontinue the sale 
of mileage tickets, but there is considera- 
ble difference of opinion as regards the 


manner in which the business is to be con- 
ducted. 

The principal contention is in regard to 
the safeguards necessary to prevent the 
manipulation of tickets by scalpers. It has 
been recommended by @ special committee 
to allow roads to issue 2,000-mile tickets ata 
gross rate of $50, with a rebate after the cou- 
pons have been extracted of $10, making 
the net rate $40, or 2 cents a mile, and to 
let the Chairman pay the rebates. This, it 
is claimed, would be the best safeguard to 
prevent manipulation. 

The trans-Missouri roads have already 
taken action in the matter, substantially 
on the plan mentioned. It is by no means 
certain, however, that the lines between 
Chicagd and the Missouri River and Chi- 
cago and St. Paul will take similar action. 
Two or three of the roads are said to be 
opposed to the proposition to let the Chair- 
man pay the rebates on the tickets. 

As regards the issue of party-rate tickets 
the proposition to sell such tickets to regu- 
larly organized parties only will probably 
be adopted, although some roads contend 
that this cannot be legally done, and if 
such tickets are sold it must be to every- 
body who applies for them. 


Verdict in Favor of Weighley. 


A sealed verdict in the action brought by 
William W. Weighley against Sylvester H. 
Kneeland to recover $40,000 damages for 
breach of contract was opened yesterday by 
Justice Bookstaver in the Trial Term, Part 
V., of the Supreme Court. The jury 
awarded Weighley the full amount sued for, 
which, with interest and costs, amounted 
to $54,400. 

The plaintiff claimed that the defendant 
purchased from him an agreement of sale 
of the Texas Trunk Railroad Company, the 
consideration being $50,000. He admitted 
receiving $25,000 cash, and says the de- 
fendant agreed to pay him the remaining 
$25,000 in the stock of the reorganization 
of the railroad company. He says he never 
received this stock. Weighley also sued 
to recover $15,000, which he claimed to have 

aid the defendant upon the agreement that 
oe was to receive one-twentieth part of all 
the capital stock. He claimed that the de- 
fendant failed to carry out this agreement. 

Mr. Kneeland’s defense was that his 
agreements were conditional upon the title 
to the railroad being perfected. He claimed 
that the title had never been perfected. 


Land Grant Suit Dismissed. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—The controversy 
over the land grant made by the State of 
Wisconsin to the Chicago, Portage and Su- 
perior Railway Company and subsequently 
withdrawn from it and bestowed upon the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
Railway Company was decided in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to-day. 
The case came up on appeal from a de- 
cree of the Circuit Court for the Western 
District of Wisconsin dismissing the bill 
of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company 
against the two corporations named and 
eertain individuals for want of equity.

The line of the proposed road runs through 
the village of Irvington, the townships of 
Clinton, South Orange, and Millburn, to 
the dividing line of Union and Essex Coun- 
ties. The matter was laid over, so that 
the counsel for the railroad company might 
have time to ascertain the feelings of the 
people of the townships with regard to the 
location of the tracks. This action was 
taken, as there seemed to be some differ- 
ence of opinion as to the location of the 
tracks, whether they should be at the cen- 
tre of the road or at the sides. 


Mr. Wainwright’s New Position. 


A circular just issued by General Man- 
ager Hays of the Grand Trunk announces 
the appointment of William Wainwright as 
General Assistant, with headquarters in 
Montreal, the appointment taking effect on 
the first of this month. Mr. Wainwright 
has been connected with the Grand Trunk 
for about thirty years, and he has long 
been regarded as an uncommonly popular 
railroad efficial. To his credit is largely 
due the intricate Government work whic 
is necessary in connection with the Grand 
Trunk system. He has occupied various 
important positions with the company, in- 
cluding those of General Passenger Agent 
and Assistant General Manager. 


Invited to the Joint Traffic Meeting. 


Invitations have been sent to the Cana- 
dian Pacific, Norfolk and Western, Toledo, 
St. Louis and Kansas City, Lake Erie and 
Western, and Cincinnati, Hamilton and 


Dayton Railroad Companies asking those 
companies to send representatives to the 
meeting of the Board of Control of the 
Joint Traflic Association to be held in this 
city to-morrow. The roads named are not 
members of the association, and it is de- 
sired to secure their co-operation in order 
that the rate-preserving authority of the 
Board of Control may be more effective 
and far reaching than it is at present. 


New-Jersey Lines Merged. 


Capp May, N. J., May 4.—All the lines in 
South Jersey of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
have been merged into a new -company, 
known as the West Jersey and Seashore 


Railroad. The aggregate capital stock of 
the company will amount to $4,500,000. 
George B. Roberts will be President, Gen. 
William J. Sewell, Vice President and Man- 
ager. The lines merged were the Philadel- 
phia, Milford and Marlton Railroad, the 
West Jersey Railroad, the West Jersey and 
Atlantic Railroad, the Alloway and Quin- 
ton Railroad, the Chelsea Branch Railroad, 
and the Camden and Atlantic Railroad.

The 
whale’s length is given at 60 feet, which makes 
it one of the largest of its species. It will pro- 
duce about 200 barrels of oil, of 50 gallons to the 
barrel. Superintendent Kimball informed the Na- 
tional Maseum of the fact, and Prof. G. Browne 
Goode of the museum immediately dispatched 
Prof. True, executive curator, to the scene. He 
will, if the condition of the whale permits, have 
it stuffed and forwarded to the museum here, or 
else make a perfect modei of it. The Life-Saving 
Service at various times has been the means of 
furnishing the National Museum with valuable 
specimens of cetaceans and fishes.

RECENT DEATH OF HER HUSBAND 
LED TO THE FATAL ILLNESS. 


Charles Pattee, Co-Custodian of the 
Late .Theatrical Manager’s Will, 
Seriously Ill, as a Result of Ex- 
posure on the Day of the Funeral 
—Question as to Who Will Inherit 
the Property—Cirecus and Theat- 
rical Career of Miss Kate Stokes. 


Boston, May 4.—Mrs. Kate Stokes-Stet- 
son, widow of John Stetson, late theatrical 
manager and millionaire, died to-day. Her 
husband died less than three weeks ago. 

Mrs. Stetson had been ill but a short time, 
the death of her husband having been the 


cause of her illness. At the time of the 
funeral she was unable to attend the serv- 
ices, but since then it had been reported 
that she was gradually improving. 

She was one of four sisters, all of whom 
achieved success as circus performers, and 
one of whom, Miss Belle Stokes, is now 
on the stage. Another sister, Emma Stokes, 
is the wife of Manager John B. Doris. of 
the Gaiety Theatre of New-York, while the 
other sister is Mrs. Frank J. Pilling. 

Her mother was Emma Stokes, who was 
noted as the most accomplished woman 
rider of her day. 

It is a singular coincidence that Mrs. 
Stetson and Charles Pattee, the custodians 
of Mr. Stetson’s will, should be, at prac- 
tically the same time, stricken with what 
in one case has proved to be a fatal illness, 
and in the other may so result. 

Both became ill on the day of the funeral 
of Mr. Stetson, and while the natural grief 


of the widow doubtless affected her health, 
Mr. Pattee, up to that time, had been in 
good physical condition. Mr. Pattee is said 
to be suffering from pneumonia, caused by 
exposure on the day of the funeral. 

At the request of the widow, M. O. Adams 
was, on Thursday, appointed by the court 
ancilliary executor, in order that the pro- 
bate of the will might not be longer delayed 
by the illness of Mr. Pattee. The will, how- 
ever, has not been probated. 

It is reported that, on the day before he 
died, John Stetson made a will, in which 
his entire property was left to Mrs. Stet- 
son, but his counsel have been unable to 
find any trace of this will, and, if found, 
there is, of course, a doubt as to its legality 
in ease of a contest, owing to Mr. Stetson’s 
condition at the time of making the sup- 
posed will. 

In case such a will was made and is 
found and allowed, the Stetson estate will 
go to the natural heirs of the widow. If it 
cannot be found, and no other will turns 
up, Mr. Stetson’s heirs, will, of course, 
take possession of the property. 

It was said at the office of Mr. Pattee, a 
few days after Mr. Stetson was buried, that 
Mr. Pattee had Mr. Stetson’s will in his 
possession, and would offer it for probate 
as soon as he recovered his health. 

The appointment of Mr. Adams as an- 
cilliary executor, for the express purpose 
of hastening the probate of the will, is 
evidence that Mrs. Stetson believed the 
document, or documents, were in Mr. Pat- 
tee’s possession. 

The father of Mr. Stetson, who, for some 
time, managed his property, says the es- 
tate will probably amount to over $500,000. 

Mrs, John Stetson, who, hefore her mar- 
riage to the theatrical manager, had made 
the name of Kate Stokes familiar to the 
public by her daring riding in various cir- 
cuses, was a native of Brooklyn. Her 
father, S. I. Stokes, was, at one time, en- 
gaged in the iron business, and was under- 
stood to have made and lost a fortune. He 
was of Southern birth and roving disposi- 
tion. Part of his life was spent in the cir- 
cus business. When his daughter Kate was 
a child she became accustomed to horses 
and learned to ride. 

Her first public appearance was in Eng- 
land. At her father’s death she was thrown 
upon her own resources and made a con- 
tract with P. T. Barnum. 

Her career as a professional rider lasted 
some years, until she was injured by a 
fall. She never went back to the circus 
business, but her remarkable beauty led 
her to acting as a profession. She was for 
a year with Augustin Daly’s companies, 
and appeared in a number of other New- 
York theatres. 

John Stetson was at the height of- his 
success as a New-York manager ten years 
ago, and Miss Stokes joined one of his ag A 
companies. They were married June 80, 
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After their marriage she left the stage, 

and since then most of her time has been 
spent in Boston. Her husband was lavish 
in his expenditures for his wife, and_her 
toilets and turnouts were famous in Bos- 
ton. 
Their town house was on Commonwealth 
Avenue. Their Summer house was at Burgess 
Point, Beverly, and there Mrs. Stetson had 
a chance to indulge in the love for horses 
which had led her to a circus career. 

Personally, she was of striking appear- 
ance, and had been called “the hand- 
somest woman in Boston.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Stetson leave no children to 
inherit his fortune 





MUCH GOLD FOUND IN ALASKA. 


Evidence that There Are Mountains of 
Ore in the Mother Ledges. 


SEATTLE, Wash., May 4.—The steamer 
Lakme, four weeks out, reached Seattle yes- 
terday from Cook’s Inlet, after a fine pas- 
sage both ways. On board was Will A. 
Steel, Secretary of the Washington Press 
Association, who reports his observations 
as follows: 

“The rush this Spring to the gold dis- 
trict of Turn-Again-Bay, Cook’s Inlet, was 
unprecedented, Although comparatively un- 
explored, numerous creeks on the bay have 
given up gold dust and nuggets of such 
value as to encourage the hopes of pros- 
pectors, numbering into thousands, that 
wealth may be rapidly amassed there. 
During the past six weeks a score of ves- 
sels have headed for Alaskan shores, but 
they all started too early this year, for an 
unexceptionably severe Winter has left its 
impression in huge cakes of ice that have 
not yet been blown out to sea and snow 
that still remains on the ground to a depth 
of several feet. A fleet of vessels is lying 
off Coal Point, in Kachekinak Bay, await- 
ing a favorable opportunity to go one hun- 
dred miles further up the inlet. 

“T spent two weeks cruising on the in- 
let, and, from a careful examination of the 
existing conditions and authenticated re- 
ports of developments and finds along 
numerous creeks, I am firmly of the opinion 
that the proper kind of men hazard no 
chance of casting their lines into the 
golden waters that flow into the inlet. 
Every creek and river shows traces of fine 
gold, which increases in coarseness as the 
streams are ascended, while pieces of gold- 
bearing quartz are frequently found -in 
placers, demonstrating that further back 
toward the mountains are mother ledges, 
Auriferous deposits cover a territory of al- 
most unknown extent, while prospecting 
thus far has been comparatively slight. 

“At Sitka, Fort Kenai, Kussilof, Coal 
Point, and other places on the inlet I met 
and talked with prospectors who have 
claims on the creeks and worked them last 

ear, realizing from $10 to $20 a day and, 
i exceptional cases, as high, as $50 per 
GAY; -opably 1,000 men are now on the in- 
let waiting to get into the creeks and sevy- 
eral hundred more are distributed at other 
ports of entry waiting for Spring to open. 

“ Representatives of the Boston-Alaska 
Company, numbering sixty, have taken 
ossession of Coal Point, a strip five miles 
ong, laid out streets and called the town 
Homer. A petition for a post office for the 
place has been sent to Washington. A fine 
quality of lignite coal is found in inex- 
haustible quantities in the hills. The com- 
pany will build a railroad and bunkers from 
which coal will be shipped to San Francisco. 

“The schooner Lincoln, which left Seattle 
with twenty-one passengers on March 7, for 
Cook’s Inlet, had not been sighted up to 
April 25. Grave fears are felt that she 
has been lost. The Hope, a small schooner 
that plies between the villages on Cook’s 
Inlet, sailed from Kodiak on April 14 for 
Coal Point, with considerable mail for the 
Boston-Alaska Company. The distance is 
only one hundred miles. For twelve days 
sothing was heard of her and much anx-

25, nothing had been seen of the steamer 
Hattie Gage, the bark Theobald, the bark- 
entine Marion, or the schooner Sutherland, 
which vessels Jeft San Francisco on April 
1 to 5, for the irlet.

BROOKLYN FREE KINDERGARTENS, 


The Society Shows a Year of Most Re« 
markable Success. 


The Brooklyn Free Kindergarten Society, 
closed the most successful year of its ex- 
istence last evening, when its annual meet« 
ing was held at Pratt Institute. President 
Frank L. Babbott acted as Chairman. 

The features of the evening were the 
formality of incorporating the Brooklyn 
Free Kindergarten Society, which was for- 
merly known as the Brooklyn Free Kin- 
dergarten Association, and the reading of 
the Secretary’s annual report by the Seec- 
retary, Miss Caroline B. Lerow. Present a8 
the meeting were Edward M. Shepard, First 
Vite Président; Henry W. Maxwell, Sec- 
ond Vice President; Frederic B. Pratt, 
Treasurer; George M. Whicher, Assistant 
Secretary, and Miss Bessie Locke, Solicitor. 

Miss Lerow’s report showed that at the 
present time there are thirteen kindergar- 
tens under the care of the society, namely, 
the Woman’s Club, corner Warren and 
Smith Streets; Memorial Industrial, 28 
Fourth Street; Vanderbilt, 608 Vanderbilt 
Avenue; Physicians’, 566 Court Street; 
Bethel, 15 Hicks Street; Katherine Tilney, 
77. Nassau Street; Willow, Willow Place 
Chapel; Bedford, 872 Bedford Avenue; Slo- 
cum Memorial, 352 Livingston Street; Hoag- 
land, corner York and Gold Streets; Lin- 
ecoln, corner Fourth and Butler Streets; 
Bethany Memorial, Hudson Avenue, be- 
tween Myrtle Avenue and Willoughby 
Street, and Ministers’ Kindergarten, in 
Prince Street, between Myrtle and Wil- 
loughby Avenues. The last four wf th -e 
were established last year, the Ministers’ 
being a kindergarten for colored children. 
Miss Lerow dwelt to some extent upon the 
recent gifts to the society, notable among 
which was the gift of $10,000 by Mrs. El}- 
mira E. Christian. Other gifts were those 
by Mrs. E. W. V. Radcliffe, who presented 
the mission property, in Clifton Place, from 
which was realized $1,500; Dr. C. N. Hoag- 
land’s gift of $1,200, and the donation to 
Vanderbilt Kindergarten of $750 by George 
Foster Peabody, All the reports showed 
the society to be in a remarkably flourish- 
ing condition. The Treasurer reported that 
there was a balance on hand of $3,561.02. 
Two or more kindergartens will be erected 
this year. 

Miss Lerow, in her report, denounced the 
individuals who are conducting kindergar- 
tens as a money-making scheme, and said 
that the mission schools were doing ‘the 
kindergartens a great injustice by posing 
as regular kindergartens. The fact that 
the kindergarten system was based on @& 
philosophical educational principle was come 
prehended, she said, by so comparatively 
few that it left the burden of supporting 
them on a small number of persons, who 
recognize that it is the one practical meth- 
od of philanthropy. The members of the 
society were enthusiastic over its success.

VERY SUCCESSFUL START AT THE 
NEW AQUEDUCT TRACK. 


ong Delays at the Starting Posts 
Kept the Crowd Too Long at the 
Track—Some of the Veterans Who 
Welcomed the Beginning of the 
Racing Season—Starting Machines 
Not a Success with Green Horses 


and Greener Boys. 


It is fortunate that a bad beginning makes 
a good ending, else people would have be- 
come disgusted with racing yesterday. It 
Was the opening day of the racing season in 
this State, and also the opening day for the 
completely reconstructed race course of the 


Queens County Jockey Club. Something like 
4,000 people were at the track to enjoy the 
first sport’ of the season. The card was 4 
heavy one, and for most of the horses it 
was their first time at the post this year. 
These were ridden by a lot of half-baked 
jockeys that had never before been heard of 
outside the limits of the training stables 
where they are employed. 

This was a combination that made a bad 
outlook for the day’s racing—a batch of 
green horses and greener jockeys. The re- 
sult was what might have been expected— 
long delays at the post and an almost in- 
terminable dragging out of the game. In con- 
sequence people who waited for the last race 


_ 


did not get back to town until after 7 
o’clock, and fourd cold dinners waiting for 
them. 

The managers promise a change on and 
efter to-day, and that the races shall be be- 
gun on time and run off in such time that 
people can get home for their dinner. It is 
a change that will have to be made or the 
sport will get a black eye at the very out- 
set. Instead of trying any more lining-up 
machines for the horses it might be better 
to get an automatic spanking machine for 
use on the jockeys. They were yesterday 
about the worst-behaved lot that ever tried 
the temper of a starter. Mr. Pettingill got 
angry with the older ones that caused a 
delay of about an hour for the first race, and 
fined Keefe, O’Leary, and Sheedy $25 each. 
Lambley, the elder, was fined the same sum 
for disobedience in the third race. That 
may have a salutary effect when it comes to 
facing this afternoon. 

The racing brought out a lot of the old- 
time sportsmen and bettors who have been 
in their shells so far as this city goes 
since the close of the racing last year. 
There was the veteran, Charley Reed, with 
a brown vest of the latest English cut and 
of the chocolate color that matches his 
inevitable spats. Near him was the affable 
Clerk Peacock of the Hoffman House, who 
ean write only with his left hand, but who 
ean reach out after “good things’”’ at the 
track with both hands. P. J. Dwyer, Pres- 
ident of the Brooklyn Jockey Club and 
owner of Handspring—which is generally 
thought to be of more importance—was on 
hand, and so was A. F. Walcott, who used 
to cut some sort of a figure in racing mat- 
ters and is famous for being very much in 
at the death of Monmouth Park. ‘“ Bob” 
Pinkerton was there, rushing the season 
with a gorgeous straw hat of the vintage 
of about 1890, Trainer Gilpin alone rivaling 
him in this respect with one of last year’s 
crop. 

Hamilton Astor Cary easily led all the 
“swells’’ who were at the track, though 
his crushed-strawberry neckcloth, that is 
at once the delight and the envy of the 
golfing world, had been left behind. Center 
Hitchcock, Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., . K. 
Vingut, Arthur White—son of the Wall 
Street ‘“‘Deacon’’ and now a full-fledged 
stable owner—Judge Alfred Post, who, in 
spite of the gray in his beard ana whis- 
Kers, seems to grow younger with each 
succeeding year, and a number of the 
younger and less well known of the mem- 

ers of the Racquet and Knickerbocker 
Clubs were there also. Frank D. Beard 
and his youngei brother, ‘“‘ Robby,” the 
young Brookiyn clubmen, were also in evi- 
dence, and, as these gey young men flitted 
about, “Pa Bill’ Daly and his wooden 
leg, Judge Newton of Sheepshead Bay, and 
‘Mike ’’ Clancey, who had the honor of 
Winning the first race at the track, watched 
them enviously and got pointers on the 
fashions. Fred Taral watched the racing 
from the stand wi.nout having a “ leg up.” 

Down in the inclosure where the betting 
fraternity congregated were the thin, gaunt 
Riley Grannan, rosy-cheeked ‘ Pittsburg 
Phil,’ Walter Keyes, still bronzed from his 
European trip; lke Thompson, also just 
back from England; David Gideon, who was 
waiting and watching for a development of 
some sort of form by which he might meas- 
ure his own horses; Fred Cowan, his mus- 
tache as graceful and flowing as_ ever; 
*“ Andy ’”’ McCarthy, who will soon be off 
after the light-harness brigade; Ernest 
Fleischmann, confident that the Fleisch- 
mann horses will be able to pick up a few 
stakes during the season; ‘“ Jimmy” 
Shields, regretting that there was nothing 
for Harry Griffin to ride, so that he might 
get a bet down and be sure of having a 
run for his money; Lucien O. Appleby, with 
2 trifie more of silver in the hairs of his 
mustache; ‘Sol’ Lichtenstein, nearly -as 
portly as “Jim” Villepigue, the Coney Isl- 
and caterer, who is as fat'as an Alderman, 
and who is going to take to the bike as a 
means of reducing; Orlando Jones, as 
Mephistophelian in appearence, but just as 
philanthropic to the betting men as ever, and 
the urbane Mattie Corbett, who was as 
chatty and smiling as if he had gotten back 
into his old form of picking five out: of 
every six winners, and only kicking because 
he couldn’t place all the second horses as 
well. Only ‘‘ Smiling John” Kelly, ** Jack” 
McDonald, and “* Mike”’ Dwyer, of the reg- 
ulars that every one knows, were missing. 

The betting was conducted about as it 
was last year, with no exchange of evi- 
dences of any wagers. The layers would 
accept money from strangers, but refused 
to issue any cards or pay out any winnings 
until after the day’s racing was ended, to 
that-there should be no violation of the 
law on their part. All the established men 
did business on the credit plan, preferring 
it to the old way. They are determined that 
there shall be no violation of the law in 
any way if they can prevent it, and frowned 
on anything that approached even in the re 
motest an infraction of the rigid law. 

As to the racing, it was good sport as a 
whole. The stcrts were not of the best, 
even with the use of the lining-up machine, 
which latter fact was perhaps due to the 
fact that neither the horses nor the boys 
were used to the affair. The Ryan machine 
was used at the half-mile pole, but did not 
work to the best advaniage, as it seemed 
as if the boys were determined that it 
should not be a success. Yet when the 
start was made for the third race it was 
as level and pretty a start as was ever 
made at any track. So, too, was the break- 
away for the last race, but, unfortunately, 
just as the boys got the flag Ballard, on 
Myrtle L., was run into and had to pull up 
to prevent a fa!l and perhaps a bad acci- 
dent, and Hart, on Kaiie W., had to follow 
suit. That made the start look bad, while 
in fact it was good, and only an accident 
maie it appear as if two horses were left 
at the post. 

Tenderness won the opening event, after 
a clever finish with Premier, the latter 
finishing strong. Irish Reel was left at the 
post through the stupidity of the jockey, 
who pulled up when he saw that he was 
not going to get the best of the start. As 
she was the favorite, the lad managed to 
burn up a lot of good money for the spec- 
ulators. 

The colors of William Astor Chanler, the 
African explorer and hunter, were seen for 
the first time in the second race, being 
worn by Hancock II., a colt that made no 
particularly good showing, and ran as if 
short for a hard race. This event went to 
the favorite, Jefferson, Balmaghie stopping 
after running well for three-quarters of a 
mile, and as if he needed the race to make 
him fit. He was the medium of quite a 
good bit of betting, as he was touted far 
and wide as a good thing. Jefferson beat 
King T. only a short head, after a driving 
finish, in which both Doggett and Hamilton 
rode their prettiest. 

Joe Hayman.won the race for two-year- 
olds very cleverly after Young Harry had 
gone out in front as if he would make a 
runaway affair of it. Third place went to 
Miss O’B, who is a terribly bad actor at the 
post, and managed to kick Fratello, Con- 
tractor, and Young Harry in the ribs_be- 
fore Mr Pettingill could get a start.

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CAPT. COPELAND IN TROUBLE. 


Charged by Commissioner Roosevelt 
with Not Enforcing the Excise Law. 


One result of President Roosevelt’s tour 
of the city on Sunday to observe the work- 
ings of the Raines liquor law was the or- 
dering yesterday of charges against Capt. 
Theron S. Copeland of the Thirteenth Po- 
lice Precinct and two of his policemen for 
failure to enforce the law. 

Speaking of his tour, Commissioner Roose- 
velt said yesterday morning: 


There was one saloon man in the Thirteenth 
Precinct of whom it had been alleged that he 
was allowed to keep open because his brother was 
a Sergeant of police. My policeman got into his 
saloon without trouble, and as the police of the 
Thirteenth Precinct had neglected to close the 
place I sent over to the Fourteenth for policemen 
to arrest the man. Capt. Theron S, Copeland 
will have an opportunity to explain later. 


Capt. Copeland was summoned to head- 
quarters yesterday afternoon, and after his 
departure Commissioner Roosevelt ordered 
Acting Chief Cortright to prefer charges 
against him for his failure to enforce 
the excise law. He also ordered that 
charges be made against Roundsman John 
Kirzinger, who was on partol in the pre- 
cinct, and against Patrolman James J. 
Donnelly, on whose beat the saloon is sit- 
uated. 

Capt. Copeland said to a reporter: * 

This will be my first charge, and I have been 
over thirty-five years on the force. I depended 
upon my men to enforce the law, and they 
didn’t do it, 


The belief is that he will seek retirement 
now. 

The saloon keeper referred to is William 
Fagan of 205 Avenue B. When Mr. Roose- 
velt heard of his discharge yesterday by a 
Police Magistrate, he said: 

The law was violated there. Policeman Rath- 
geber of my office was in the place, and there 
were half a dozen persons drinking. I myself 
saw a girl with a ‘‘ growler’’ come out. The 
violation was so conspicuous and so flagrant that 
the precinct police should have discovered it. 
The Captains must understand that it is not their 
duty to wait until the Commissioners or some one 
else calls their attention to a violation, but to 
look for it themselves. 


Speaking further of his observations on 
Sunday, Commissioner Roosevelt said: 

At present in certain saloon hotels the prac- 
tical effect of the law is merely to cause a 
double charge for the first glass of beer. ‘That 
is, if a man will buy a sandwich for 5 cents 
he can have all the beer he wants. The police 
have made many arrests in such cases in the 
past few weeks, but the cases have been thrown 
out of court. It seems to be settled that per- 
haps because of the very severe penalties named 
by the law, both courts and juries will be ex- 
tremely lenient in their constructions of what 
a meal is. 

In some of the so-called hotels and restaurants 
the dinirg rooms were not 10 feet by 6. The 
men did not register, and the offering of the 
sandwich was very perfunctory. In some of 
the hotels the sleeping room accommodations 
Were so bad as to create the presumption that 
there was no real purpose to accommodate 
guests. 

He said the enforcement of the law will 
be greatly simplified as soon as a single 
conviction is obtained. The raising of the 
window shades in saloons has greatly less- 
ened the work of the police, he declared.

BANKS TO HOLD EXCISE MONEYS. 





Depositories Selected and Amounts of 
Bonds Fixed. 


ALBANY, May 4.—State Controller Roberts 
had drawn up to-day the bonds required of 


| the New-York, Brooklyn, and Buffalo banks 


designated as depositories of excise moneys. 

The Franklin National Bank of New-York, 
designated to receive the State’s one-third 
of the New-York City’s excise moneys, 
must give a bond of $250,000, while Com- 
missioner Lyman requires a bond for $400,- 
000 from the American Exchange Bank of 
New-York designated to receive the city’s 
portion of the excise moneys. 

In Brooklyn the First National Bank, 
designated to receive both city and State 
moneys, is to be held in two separate bonds 
of $200,000 each, and the Schermerhorn 
Bank, desigmated to receive State moneys, 
to a bond of $200,000. In Buffalo, the Con- 
troller and Commissioner Lyman have 
united upon the People’s Bank and the 
American Exchange, and they will each give 
two separate bonds of $100,000 for State and 
city moneys held. 


Disorder Decreased in Brooklyn. 


Police Superintendent McKelvey, yester- 
day, in referring to the manner in which 
the Raines law had been observed in Brook- 
lyn Sunday, said: ‘‘ Judging from results 
I should think the Raines law a good one, 


for, since its enforcement, there has been 
almost a total absence of disorder, and 
this, I think, is due to the operation of the 
new law.” 

Col. Michell said that he thought there 
would be a decrease of from 20 to 25 per 
cent.-in the number of saloons under the 
new system. He said that, as a rule, the 
saloon keepers were in favor of the new 
law, as it would force out of existence the 
most objectionable places. 

There were 45 arrests for intoxication 
Sunday, 6 arrests for violating the law, and 
25 complaints were made to the police. 





DE WITT RODD SHOT BY RAYMOND. 


Their Father’s Pistol Was Found and 
Accidentally Discharged. 


De Witt Rodd, seven years old, of 180 
Fifty-first Street, Brooklyn, a child of John 
Rodd, is a patient in the Norwegian Hos- 
pital suffering from severe injuries, ac- 
cidentally inflicted by his brother, Ray- 
mond, who is eleven years old. 

The boys, on their return from school 


yesterday afternoon, entered the house and 
began to look for something to eat. Ray- 
mond got up on a chair to look in the 
closet, while his younger brother stood at 
his side looking up. 

Raymond did not ffnmd anv food in the 
closet, but on the top shelf he found a 
loaded revolver, which he took, and while 
getting down, accidentally discharged it, the 
bullet striking De Witt in the mouth. and 
then penetrating his lungs. The fiured 
boy was taken to the hospital, where he 
was in a precarious condition last night, 
and his brother was arrested and placed

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PAYNE’S BILL PASSED. 


Duties to be Levied on All Foreign- 
Built Yachts. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Americans who buy 
yachts abroad must be prepared to pay tariff 
duties upon them, and to pay for them all port 
charges assessed upon merchant vessels. Sec- 
tion 4,216 of the Revised Statutes provides that 
yachts belonging to a regularly organized yacht 
club of any foreign nation which shall extend 
like privileges to the yachts of the United 
States shall have the privileges of entering or 
leaving any port of the United States without 
entering or clearing at the Custom House there- 
of or paying tonnage tax. 

The House this afternoon, under suspension 
of the rules, and without a division, passed 
a bill amending this section so as to provide that 
the privileges described shall not extend to any 
yachts built outside of the United States and 
owned, chartered, or used by a citizen of the 
United States. 

Mr. Payne, who managed the bill, explained 
that it was to put foreign-built but American- 
owned yachts on the same footing as vessels of 
the merchant marine. He admitted that the pur- 
pose was to secure, if possible, the building at 
home of the yachts now constructed abroad. 

Mr. Bartlett opposed the bill, asking for a de- 
lay until Jan. 1, 1897, before it shall be put in 
operation. Mr. Payne had amended the _ Dill, 
since reported, so as to make it apply only to 
such yachts as are contracted to be built after 
July 1, 1896, and he would not accept further 
amendment. 

Foreign-built yachts, owned by Americans, will 
have to pay duties on entering our ports and port 
charges, as they move from place to place on the 
coast, so that this measure will make foreign- 
built vessels very expensive to own. It does not 
apply to those already bought and owned here. 


Yachting News from New-London. 


NEw-LONDON, May 4.—H LL. Parmelee of 
New-Haven has engaged James Carberry as sail- 
ing master of the schooner yacht Phantom, and 
that vessel will go into commission about May 
15. The Phantom has been rebuilt during the 
Winter at a cost of more than $12,000. She 
will receive a new suit of sails this week. The 
schooner yacht Water Witch, Atlantic Yacht 
Club, David Banks's vessel, is at the Morgan 
Iron Works being overhauled and prepared for 
commission. Capt. Dudley O. Brand has re- 
ceived orders to have the steam yacht Narada 
at Baltinfore on the 25th, inst., where she will 
go into commission. She has received a thor- 
ough overhauling here, and is now nearly ready 
for service. 


Steam Yacht May Arrives, 


Port JEFFERSON, L. I., May 4.—E. D. Mor- 
gan’s steam yacht May, Capt. Craven, arrived 


here this morning. The yacht hailed from South- 
ampton, where she had been laid up for eighteen 
months.

Get Their Diplomas and Subscribe te 
a Professional Oath. 


Young women in college caps and gowns 
were the prevailing feature of the thirty~ 
third annual commencement exercises of 
the New-York Medical College and Hos- 
pital for Women, held at the Berkeley Ly- 
ceum last evening. 

The junior class, whose members acted 
as ushers, was gowned after the college 
fashion, and so were the members of the 
graduating class and the remaining under- 
graduates, who marched into the little 
theatre to the air of ‘‘ Columbia” at the 
opening of the exercises and occupied the 
front seats.

With purity and holiness I will pass my life 
and practice my art. 

Into whatever houses I enter will I go for the 
benefit of the sick, and will abstain from every 
voluntary act of mischief and corruptions. 

Whatever is connected with my professional 
Practice, or not in connection with it, that I see 
or hear in the lives of men which ought not ta 
be spoken of abroad I will not divulge, as reck- 
oning all such should be kept secret. 

While I continue to keep this oath inviolate, 
may it be granted me to enjoy life and the 
practice of the art respected by all men of all 
times. But should I trespass and violate this 
Oath may the reverse be my lot.

Now for the Poo! manufacturers’ ad- 
mission that they sell to foreign buyers 
at prices lower by 40 per cent. than those 
which our own people are forced to pay. 
We find the storyin The Pittsburg Com- 
mercial Gazette of the 2d inst., a well- 
known high-tariff paper, which says: 

“The long and short of it is, according 
to the present prices of the Nail Pool, that 
a man using American nails in Germany 
can buy them almost a dollar cheaper than 
he can buy the same nails with which to 
build a house in Pittsburg, where the nails 
are made.’”’ 


It appears that The Gazette heard that 
wholesalers had taken advantage of this 
outrageous “discrimination against Amer- 
ican consumers by purchasing nails for 
export, shipping them across the At- 
lantic, bringing them back again, and 
selling them here at a price which, 
though lower than the Pool’s price, 
yielded a handsome profit. The dis- 
count for export is “ about $1 per keg” 
for wire nails selling at the mills for 


$2.55, for consumption in the United 


States. 


“The scheme was operated as follows: 
The New-York firm would ship the nails to 
a Hamburg hardware company or to some 
other foreign port. Instead of being un- 
loaded, the cargo remained intact and was 
sent back to Baltimore, Philadelphia, or 
Boston, consigned to a jobbing importer. 
He would then dispose of the nails to 
American wholesalers at a price below that 
asked for nails for domestic use. As the 
nails were made by American factories, and 
bulk had not been broken on the other side, 
no tariff was collected when they were 
brought back ? 

“Wire nails are quoted in the German 
markets at $1.54 to $1.60 at the mills, and 
the freight to the sejport would make them 
higher there, 

“ American nails were sold to the export- 
er for $1.45, [price now to people of the 
United States $2.55,] and it cost 20 cents to 
send them across the Atlantic and 20 cents 
to return them. They were landed back in 
America at $1.85 per keg. Allowing for 
stevedore charges, they probably cost about 
$1.90 net. Had the nails been bought for 
domestic use they would have cost $2.45, 
{the price is now $2.55 at Pittsburg and 
$2.70 at New-York,] which gave the ex- 
porter a margin of 55 cents.” 

With respect to the admissions of the 
manufacturers, The Commercial Gazette 
Says: 

“An investigation was made. The office 
of the Consolidated 
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Wire and Steel Com- | Seve On Be 


visited. No attempt was made to deny the 
story, but it was made light of by Mr. 
STONE, assistant manager. The explanation 
was given that an exporter had bought a 
cargo of nails, shipped them abroad, failed 
to sell them, shipped them back, and sold 
them to domestic buyers. ‘The jobber was 
caught in the act. We knew our own nails 
as soon as they were landed, and his supply 
was cut off,’ said Mr. STONE.” 


We are informed by the same paper 
that this company, the largest concern 
in the Pool, earned 27% per cent. in 1895 
and that its profits are now at the rate 
of 30 per cent., upon a capital of $4,000,- 
000. 

These are the facts: An industry which 
(as shown by its export trade) needs no 
protection whatever is enabled by means 
of a Pool agreement and with the help of 
the tariff duty on imported nails to in- 
crease prices at home by 200 per cent. in 
the course of a few months, and to com- 
pel all buyers in this country to pay this 
ring price, while it sells nails to the peo- 
ple of Germany and other foreign coun- 
tries for a price lower by $1 per keg, or 
about 40 per cent. The Republicans have 
voted to add 15 per cent. to this Pool’s 
tariff ‘‘ protection.” 








THE REPUBLICAN CONCERT. 

The lover of music, in the air or other- 
wise, can scarcely regard as satisfactory 
the recent performances of the most emi- 
nent Republican soloists. The McKinley 
boom is, of course, no longer a solo, but 
a piece of ill-concerted music, with obli- 
gatos for various unsatisfactory per- 
formers. The tutti are ill-balanced, 
harsh, and strident. The conductor has 
been frequently expostulated with upon 
the predominance of the brass, but Mr. 
HANNA Goes nothing to amend this de- 
fect. The batrachian tones of the ophi- 
cleides and the notes in the carpet-tear- 
ing register of the trombones are com- 
pletely unrestrained. At all the recent 
performances they have _ spoiled by 
drowning the plaintive snarl of Major 
Hanpy’s beautiful obligato for the oboe, 
(‘‘ We may be happy yet, You bet.’’) It 
is not the fault of the still, small Hanpy 
that his instrument is not powerful 
enough to transpierce. the sounding 
brasses and tinkling cymbals of the 
band. 

It is a pity, indeed, that there is such 
a preponderance of brass in the orches- 
tra. The Reed instruments, or wood- 
wind, have not been heard at all at the 
recent pereformances, The auditors see 
the cheeks of BILL CHANDLER and LODGE, 
respectively first and second clarionets, 
bulge and turn red, but no audible sound 
has escaped them since the “ one-night 
stand”’ in New-Hampshire. Mr. CLARK- 
SON at the big drum continues to do 
wonders to the eye, and he occasion- 
ally manages, when the performers 
upon “sonorous metal blowing martial 
sounds”’ happen to be all out of breath 
together, to make himself apprehensible 
to the ear. But the bass drum is not 
properly a solo instrument, and no virtu- 
osity upon the part of the performer can 
make an unaccompanied performance 
upon it tolerable, except, of course, to 
Mr. ALLISON, who has nightly manifest- 
ed from his box the greatest compla- 
cency over the performance of his pro- 
tégé. But Mr. Awuison is very easily 
pleased, if he is willing to accept gesticu- 
lation for musical effectiveness. 

Mr. PLatT has made the same mistake 
as Mr. CLARKSON in assuming that the 
bassoon was a solo instrument, and he 
has made other mistakes besides. It 
was undoubtedly an error to arrange 
“Oh, let us be joyful” in five flats minor, 
and mark it “ adagio melancolico.” But 
it was a still greater mistake for the 
fagottist to neglect his practice. CLARK- 
sON is at least a conscientious artist and 
bangs the Allison drum for all he is 
worth, when he is not operating upon 
the Harrison tinkling cymbals. But 
PLATT does not do justice either to the 
composition or to his own talents as a 
fagottist. No man can blow the bassoon 
properly who insists upon playing a solo 
upon it with his tongue-in his cheek and 
his hands in the pockets of his neighbors. 

We have already intimated that the 
obligatos of the McKinley symphony, the 
principal number of the programme, 
were not well done. Where all do so ill, 
it would be invidious to discriminate, but 
we are bound to say that FORAKER’s 
performance of the passage for fog-horn 
in G flat “ allegro maestroso”’ is by far 
the most intolerable. It is no wonder 
that, as soon as he begins the conductor 
stimulates the tubas and trombones to 
their utmost and, in the language of the 
poet, “the snarling silver trumpets be- 
gin to chide.” The wonder is that a 
performer who plays so persistently out 
of tune should be admitted into the band 
at all. Everybody remembers how this 
player broke up the Sherman Cornet 
Band by his outrageously false perform- 
ance of ‘‘Come rest in this bosom, my 
own stricken deer.’””’ He may be trusted 
to disperse any organization with ,which 
he is connected, and the most pressing 
duty of the conductor, if he would ex- 
tract harmony from his performers, is to 
dismiss his first fog-horn. When Fora- 
KER plays it, it is not less offensive than 
the Samsonian instrument upon which

WOULD NOT BE RAPID TRANSIT. 

Mayor STRONG seems to be interesting 
himself in eliciting from the Manhattan 
Railway Company some kind of proposi- 
tion for extending the elevated railroads 
or increasing their efficiency, while the 
officers of the company appear to be 
rather indifferent about it, or profess to 
be so. The Mayor’s idea seems to be 
that there might be improved terminal 
facilities, better connections with ferries, 
and faster trains, if not up-town exten- 
sions of the lines, so that the present 
system could accommodate a larger 
number of people and accommodate 
them better. No doubt this might be 
done, if the company showed a disposi- 
tion to be accommodating, but that was 
never one of its characteristics, and 
when the old Rapid Transit Commission 
offered it an opportunity, it tried to 


that negotiation was fruitless. Now the 
company seems to be waiting to be in- 
vited to do something, but it is not the 
business of the present commission to 
take the initiative, and it has a more im- 
portant matter on its hands. It is not 
apparent why the Mayor should be a go- 
between for the company and the com- 
mission. 

The fact is that the Manhattan Com- 
pany does not do as well as it might 
with its present facilities, and its traflic 
has fallen off in the last year or two on 
account of the more effective competition 
of the surface roads. These have been 
offering more comfortable and convenient 
means of travel for moderate distances, 
and the elevated roads have not a suffi- 
cient advantage in speed to offset this. 
The difference in that respect is only suf- 
ficient to attract passengers who have a 
long distance to go in a direct line up 
and down town, and for them the speed 
falls very far short of being satisfactory. 
It would be well if the elevated railroad 
service could be improved; it needs it 
badly enough, but there is no way of get- 
ting rapid transit from it. The struct- 
ures and the mode of operation do not 
admit of it. A third track and so-called 
express trains only slightly mitigate the 
distress of slow travel, and the sugges- 
tion of a second story to the present ele- 
vated structures is little short of ridicn- 
lous. 

The fact is that what the city greatly 
needs is rapid transit, and it cannot be 
furnished by any extension or improve- 
ment of the elevated roads. Our only 
hope is in the underground system, and 
the commission is now awaiting the de- 
cision of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court on the report in favor of 
it submitted by the Special Commission- 
ers some time ago. Of course it is going 
to take some years, under the most favor- 
able circumstances, to get the under- 
ground system in operation, and in the 
meantime it is desirable to get all the 
improvement in local facilities that is 
possible consistently with a protection of 
all interests. But there is no occasion 
for sacrificing or compromising any such 
interests, least of all in the way of spe- 
cial favors to the Manhattan Company, 
like giving a costly guarantee against 
damage claims. Neither is there any oc- 
casion for making offers to the company 
or extending invitations to it. It has a 
franchise of immense value for which it 
pays nothing, it has had an opportunity 
of meeting the public demand in its own 
field, which it has neglected, and if its 
managers do not consider it for the inter- 
est of the company to obtain further 
privileges by an offer of further facilities 
on fair terms, the city authorities should 
devote their energies to the municipal 
plan for resl rapid transit. The less the 
elevated railroads do the stronger will be 
the support for that plan and the more 
immediate its success. 





MARYLAND SPOILSMEN FOILED. 

The Spoilsmen who thought that they 
had, in their choice phrase, “‘ downed” 
the reformers of the State of Maryland 
are in danger of finding themselves

is the reverse of gloomy or 
He points out that in the Legis- 
lature which was carried in by a wave 
of popular anger at the abuses of Gor- 
MAN and his men, there was at first 
simply a wild scramble for offices. After 
this the members of the Legislature 
thought to dodge the very duty for 
which they were chosen—the passage 
of a civil service law which should di- 
vorece public business from politics—by 
referring to the people a Constitutional 
amendment of a very sweeping charac- 
ter. The efforts of the Reform League 
will now be directed to the adoption of 
this change in the Constitution, and 
with a year and a half before them 
they have no fear of failure. 

Another matter which gives the friends 
of good government heart of hope is 
the passage of a reformed election law. 
Of this Mr. PacKARD says: 

“ We have now upon the statute books an 
election law which, as an instrument to in- 
sure a fair expression of the true will of the 
people and to prevent disorder and riot at 
the polls, is not surpassed, if it is equaled, 
by the law of any other State of this 
country.” 

This law has been very carefully 
studied for the past ten years; “fully 
twenty lawyers, representing both polit- 
ical parties, have first and last labored 
over it, and each time that it has been 
published it has been distributed widely 
throughout the State to elicit criticism 
and suggestions for improvement.” Of 
the mode and cause of the adoption of 
this important measure Mr. PACKARD 
says, very temperately: 

“This result was all the more agreeable 
to those who are interested in election 
reform, because it came at last in the way 
of a pleasant surprise. When we saw in 
the early weeks at Annapolis all questions 
of legislation set aside and the legislators 
engaged in a frantic scramble for places 
at the public crib; when a victory of 
spoils and by spoils was celebrated by 
the maudlin chanting of the long-metre 
doxology, we had little ground to expect 
anything reasonable or even decent in the 
way of legislation. It is needless to dis- 
cuss how far considerations of party ad- 
vantage, or desire to embarrass the other 
party, operated to bring about this happy 
result. Certainly, if it was a game of pol- 
itics, the public has been the winner. Let 
us rather hold that the strong current of 
public opinion which swept these assembly- 
men into place was the final force which 
brought about the legislation which the peo- 
ple required.” , 

In the same spirit Mr. PackKarpD be- 
lieves that the effort of the Aldermen of 


Baltimore to grab all the appointing 


ecutive will lead to a radical change in 
the government of the city. 

On the whole, the spoils hunters and

“If we shall be foolish enough to at- 
tempt to ‘straddle’. the dishonest-dollar 
question, the campaign will be fought on 
that issue, and the Democratic Party after 
the fight will not be recognizable, for the 
American people will go in an avalanche 
against silver monometallism. But, if we 
stand squarely against the dishonest dollar, 
we shall completely eliminate the currency 
question from the campaign, and have an 
open field to meet the Republicans on the 
ssue of the revival of McKinleyism.

A series of munici- 
pal elections must therefore be very 
much more favorable to them than a 
generalelection,in whichrural France also 
takes part. And yet, even on their own 
special ground, the Socialists appear .to 
have little to boast of in the balance of 
victories, and even less in the way of 
gains. In a general election the immense 
conservative force of the small proprie- 
tors would be brought out, now that the 
property of the country has been made 
the object of more radical attacks than 
have been made against it before since 
the institution of the republic. 

Such a result would be very useful 
and exemplary, and especially exem- 
plary to the French demagogues 
who have pretended to approve So- 
cialistic schemes which they knew 
perfectly well were impracticable. 
There is no more contemptible creat- 
ure in a republic than the “smart” 
politician who assumes that the most 
ignorant and perverse view of any pub- 
lic question will be the most popular 
because it is ignorant and perverse, and 
devotes himself to promoting delusions 
which he does not share. We have our 
share of these loathsome persons, and it 
seemis that they also prevail in France. 
They are apt to win small successes, 
which encourage them to keep on in their 
evil courses until they find themselves 
committed to an assault upon the 
ground-rules of morality or of arithme- 
tic. Then they are apt to be immensely 
astonished and disgusted by discover- 
ing that the public is much more honest 
and sensible than they took it to be, 
and to disappear. Nothing can be more 
satisfactory to honest men than one of 
these popular cataclysms, with its re- 
moval of a generation of demagogues, 
in whatever country it may operate.

boats, or piracy at critical points in the 
trip. Over the new route the more favored 
human projectile can be in St. Petersburg 
45 hours after leaving his London club, 
and 250 hours will see him in Port Arthur. 
A Russo-Amerigan steamship company now 
in course of formation will land him in 
San Francisco seven days later, and from 
that city he can proceed via New-York to 
London in about ten days more. The price 
of a round-trip ticket, it is said, need not 
be over $400, and might be as little as $250. 
The search for a reason to justify any- 
body in wasting even the latter sum on 
such an excursion has not yet begun. 





One of the jurymen who decided that

What the juror 
really meant, doubtless, was that one evi- 
dence of FLECHTER’s guilt was the fact 
that his lawyer could think of no other 
possible means of saving his client than 
creating, if possible, a strong prejudice 
against the prosecuting officer. That policy 
has long been recognized as a last re- 
sort in desperate cases, but Mr, PALMER’s 
attempt to use it was not made with suffi- 
cient skill to attain, by concealing, his pur- 
pose. He had nothing to charge against Mr. 
OSBORNE, except that he was born in the 
South. As nobody cared the snap of his 
finger about that, all the indignation and 
horror which Mr. PALMER expressed went 
for less than nothing. 








PADEREWSKI ENDOWMENT FUND. 


Trustees Willing to Serve—Mr. Stein- 
way’s Gift for a Prize Contest, 


Messrs. Col. Henry L. Higginson of Bos- 
ton, Dr. William Mason, and William Stein- 
way met at Mr, Steinway’s office at 10 A. 
M. yesterday as Trustees of the endowment 
fund of $10,000 which Ignace J. Paderew- 
ski founded April 21 to create three trien- 
nial prizes of $500, $300, and $200 for the 
best orchestral compositions by native 
American composers. Each expressed his 
willingness to serve as such Trustee. 

Mr. Steinway reported that a large num- 
ber of letters had arrived from all parts of 
the country, which showed that the nature 
of the Paderewski endowment had been 
very much misapprehended by many of the 
writers. Many compositions for the piano, 
comprising dances, quicksteps, and songs 
of the trashiest kind, had been sent in, to- 
gether with ludicrous letters, applications 
for positions and financial assistance. 

As it would take three years before the 
Paderewski fund would accumulate inter- 
est sufficient to pay the contemplated prizes 
and expenses, an offer of Mr. Steinway was 
accepted to give $1,500 for an earlier prize 
contest, to take place in March, 1897, and 
to perform the three prize-crowned compo- 
sitions at the last concert of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra in April, 1897, in the 
City of New-York.

LONDON, May 4.—The directors of the 
British South Africa Company held a meet- 
ing to-day at which they discussed the con-

It was finally decided that Messrs. Rhodes 
and Beit should be requested to resign. 

LONDON, May 4.—At the request of Mr. 
Labouchére, Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, promised to lay upon 
the table of the House the Colonial Office 
records of communications whicn passed 
between Sir H, B. Loch (now Lord Loch of 
Drylaw) while he was Governor of the Cape 
Colony, and certain: Englishmen in the 
Transvaal in regard to affording protec- 
tion to the latter. 

Mr. Chamberlain, replying #0 a question 
by T. G. Bowles, Conservative, said that 
the Government had no information that 
Cecil Rhodes had given his pledge that 
the Imperial Government would not inter- 
fere to preve#t Dr. Jameson’s raid into the 
Transvaal. He had no communication with 
Mr. Rhodes or any one-else relative to the 
exercise of the imperial authority in the 
event of a raid. 

Mr. Chamberlain then alluded to the sug- 

gestion which had been made that the 
* Chairman” mentioned in the cipher dis- 
patches found among Dr. Jameson's effects 
when he was captured by the Boers and 
recently published by the Transvaal au- 
thorities was identical with Sir Hercules 
Robinson, Governor of the Cape Colony. 
- In regard to this matter, he said, he had 
received a telegram from Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson, in which he said: ‘* * Chairman’ 
means Jameson. I never received from 
ary one, in any shape, even a hint of what 
was about to take place, and was so com- 
pletely kept in the dark that I never had 
the slightest suspicion of what was going 
on or intended. 

“The discovery Dec. 30 that 
had entered the Transvaal came upon me 
like a thunderbolt from a blue sky.

CaPE Town, May 4.—Sir Hercules Robin- 
gon, Governor of Cape Colony and British 
High Commissioner in South Africa, has 
communicated to the press a series of tele- 
grams arising from a complaint made 
March 26 by the Transvaal Government 
thet unrest had been caused among the 
burghers owing to the fact that British 
troops had been retained at Mafeking, on 
the Transvaal border, instead ef proceeding 
to Rhodesia. 

Goy. Robinson replied that the statement 
that troops were being concentrated at 
Mafeking was untrue. He explained the sit- 
uation, adding that he had heard reports of 
hostile preparations being made by the 
burghers, but was confident of the peaceful 
intentions of the Transvaal Government, 
and had therefore sought no explanation. 

Later Sir Jacobus de Wet, British Po- 
litical Agent at Pretoria, telegraphed to 
Gov. Robinson to the effect that the pres- 
ence of troops at Mafeking was causing 
much uneasiness; among the Boers, who 
thought an attack on the Transvaal was in- 
tended. Sir Jacobus proposed the appoint- 
ment of a joint commission to ascertain the 
facts. 

Gov. Robinson again denied the reports, 
and said he hoped Sir Jacobus would not 
send any further preposterous proposals. 

President Kriiger then sent affidavits 
made by three burghers supporting the ru- 
mors, and alleging that 6,000 troops were 
on the Transyaal border, and that more 
were arriving. The affants further de- 
clared that the northward movement of 
the troops toward Matabeleland had been 
stopped since the sentencing at Pretoria 
of the members of the Johannesburg Re- 
form Committee. 

Gov. Robinson replied, dispfoving the 
statements made in the affidavits, and Sir 
Jacobus de Wet afterward apologized for 
the message he had sent. 

A Transvaal Official in London. 

LONDON, May 4.—Jdnkherr von Boescher- 
ten, Under Secretary of State of the South 
African Republic. has arrived here on a 
mission connected with the charges that 
the Transvaal has violated a provision of 
the convention of 1884, forbidding the 
Transvaal to grant preferential rates to 
any power against the British imports. He 
declines to express any opinion as to the 
sentences imposed upon the members of 
the Johannesburg Keform Committee by 
the High Court at Pretoria. ; 





MEXICO LISTENS TO REASON, 


Chester W. Roe Convicted, Although 
His Extradition Was Refused. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—A telegram re- 
ceived at the State Department to-day 
from the Hon. Matthew W. Ransom, United 
States Minister to Mexico, announced that 
Chester W. Roe, the embezzling County 
Treasurer of Poweshick County, lowa, had 
been convicted of bringing stolen property 
anto the republic, and sentenced to twelve 
years’ imprisonment, to pay a fine of $2,000, 
(all he had left of the embezzled money,) 
and to forfeit his recently acquired Mexi- 
ean citizendhip. 

The Roe case is interesting from an in- 
ternational and diplomatic standpoint. On 
fleeing to Mexico, Roe became naturalized 
through the purchase of property, and when 
the State Department asked for his ex- 
tradition the request was refused, on the 
ground that the embezzier was a Mexican 
citizen. 

Some sharp letters were sent to the 
Mexican authorities, but they remained ob- 
durate, promising, however, to bring Roe 
to trial, on the charge of which he has 
mow been convicted. toe’s brother, who 
went with him to Mexico, and who did 
not become a citizen of that country, was 
handed over to the lowa authorities for 
trial as an accessory in his brother's crime.

DEATH OF A FAMOUS PAINTER, 


Alfred William Hunt, One of Turner’s 
Distinguished Followers. 


LONDON, May 4.—Alfred William Hunt, M. 
A., R. W. 5., died yesterday. 


He was born in Liverpool in 1830. In 1848 
he gained a scholarship at Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford. In 1851 he won the ‘“* New- 
digate,’’ and in 1852 took his degree with a 
second class in classics. In the following 
year he became a Fellow of his college. He 
first exhibited in the Royal Academy in 
1854. In 1856 he made a first success in the 
Academy with his picture ‘‘ Liyn Idwal,”’ 
which was much praised by Mr. Ruskin, and 


the same year he became a member of the 
Hogarth Club, which was then just founded, 
and the centre of pre-Raphaelite force. 

Mr. Hunt's next year’s pictures were also 
much admired by Mr. Ruskin, but they were 
unfortunately hung, and Mr. Ruskin’s com- 
ments on their hanging were of a kind that 
did not advance the artist’s fortune for the 
future. He continued, however, at intervals, 
to exhibit in the Royal Academy until 1862, 
when he was elected an Associate of the 
Society of Painters’ in Water Colors, of 
which he was made a full member two 
years later, and for about seven years 
worked only through that medium. 

In 1870 he again sent a picture to the 
Academy, and has since then exhibited 
both oil and water colors. A large num- 
ber of fine specimens of his art were 
grouped together at one of the Winter ex- 
hibitions of the Grosvenor Gallery a few 
years ago, and a large collection of his 
works in water colors and oil was shown 
at the Fine Arts Society’s rooms in 1884. 
Mr. Hunt was generally considered to be 
one of the most distinguished followers of 
Turner, and the chief upholder of the sys- 
tem of landscape art which endeavors to 
unite truth of light and poetical feeling 
with fidelity to nature.

An Attempt to Make Armenians De- 


nounce the Missionaries Foiled. 


LONDON, May ‘4.--The Daily News will 
to-morrow publish a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople, which gives the gist of an of- 
ficial report that was written at the end 
of March, saying that after Bairam Pasha, 
Vali of Bitlis, had summoned the Armenian 
notables to appear before him four Turkish

vilayet. 

The Vali urged the notables to telegraph 
to the Porte, begging it to expel all the 
American missionaries. This the Armenians 
refused to do, arguing that the charges were 
false and could ne easily disproved. 

The Vali was infuriated at their refusal, 
but afterward calmed down and urged 
them to reconsider their refusal. There- 
upon the Armenians summoned a meeting 
at which all present, with the excention of 
two persons, decided to adhere to the re- 
fusal.

SEARCHING FOR DRUGS. 


Quantity Consumed on Blackwell's 
Island Suspicious. . 


The Board of Charities is conducting, a 
rigid investigation to ascertain, if possible, 
what has been done with the quantities of 
drugs and medicai supplies that were sent 
to Blackwell's Island during the year 1895. 


drawn to the fact that unusual supplies 
were consumed at Blackwell's Island last 
year. The records, when examined, showed 
that the drugs used in proportion to the 
number of patients greatly exceeded those 
of 1891, 1892, 1898, and 1894. It is said the 
excess will reach several thousands of dol- 
lars in value. Those in authority refuse to 
make an estimate, but popular rumor fixes 
the amount at from $10,000 to $15,000. This 
is, however, probably excessive. Nothing 
definite can be learned until the Commis- 
stoners finish their investigation. 

The system of obtaining the drugs for 
the Island is one that a dishonest person 
might easily take advantage of. Vhen- 
ever drugs are needed, a requisition is made 
out by one of the many physicians on 
Blackwell's Island, and forwarded to Belle- 
vue Hospital, where it is filled by the store- 
keeper. Each Winter, a few weeks before 
the meeting of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, about Jan, 1, the chief phy- 
Sician of each of the three hospitals conduct- 
ed by the city makes an estimate of the med- 
ical supplies needed for the coming year. 
These estimates are forwarded to the Com- 
missioners, and are included in the appro- 
priation for that depratment. The supplies, 
when purchased, are sent_to Bellevue Hos- 
pital, and distributed from that point. 

It is hardly probable that the storekeeper 
in charge of the drugs has an idea of the 
quantity purchased by each hospital, and in 
filling the orders does not know whether 
the total of the requisitions exceeds the 
original estimates or not. The physicians 
at the Island, of which there are a large 
number, do not receive salaries. The major 
portion of them are young men, graduated 
trom one of the medical colleges, and are 
given the place on account of high-class 
percentages. Owing to the experience ob- 
tained by the young doctors, there are al- 
Ways a great many applications for each 
vacancy. 

Commissioner Croft, who has charge of 
the investigation, yesterday said the board 
was investigating the matter, and had 
been for some time. 

“The board is satisfied,’’ said he, ‘ that 
the quantity of drugs used on Blackwell's 
Island, at least those called for from the 
wholesale department, is more than is 
actually needed. Whether this be due to 
extravagance or dishonesty upon the part 
of some one will be shown by the investiga- 
tion.”’ 

Commissioner O’Beirne, when seen, re- 
ferred all auestioners to Commission Croft, 
who, he said, was giving the matter his per- 
sonal attention. 

From a reliable source it was learned 
last evening that the investigation had pro- 
ceeded so far that the Commissioners will 
know in a short time, probably before the 
end of the week, whether the excess is due 
to the increase of patients, or dishonesty 
or theft, as it is feared will be found 
to be the case. 





CHARGES AGAINST SUPT. SMITH. 


Fire Board’s Lawyer Would Not Draw 
Them and Another Is Hired. 


The charges that were hanging over Su- 
perintendent J. Elliott Smith of the Fire 
Alarm and Electrical Bureau of the Fire 
Department for nearly a year have at last 
been arranged according to legal form and 
specification. The charges were prepared by 
President La Grange, and three weks ago 
Mr. Smith was suspended pending trial. 
Commissioner Sheffield was opposed to the 
action of the board, and said publicly that 
he believed the Superintendent was wrong- 
fully accused and was being made the vic- 
tim of a conspiracy. Commissioner Ford 
sided with the President. 

The evidence was presented to William 
L. Findley, counsel to the board, and he re- 
ported that there was nothing on which 
Smith could be found negligent, incompe- 
tent, or criminal. He added that as no 
charges could be sustained he must decline 
to formulate them from the _ evidence. 
President La Grange insisted that he draw 
up a complaint, and on the counsel again 


refusing declared that he would hire an- 
other lawyer to do the work. 

Mr. Findley warned him that if he did so 
the departmsnt would not be responsible 
for any cost that might be entailed. The 
board, acting for the department, he said, 
had = oot to go outside the department 
for legal advice. Commissioner La Grange 
retorted that he would employ counsel on 
his own responsibility. He did employ 
Lawyer T. C. Campbell, and the charges 
and specifications were served on Smith’s 
counsel, J. Van Vote Olcott, Saturday. 

The charges acchse the Superintendent of 
general negligence and incompetence, and 
of favoring certain proprietors of buildings 
and certain contractors for electrical work 
at the expense of the department. The 
three Commissioners heard the complaint 
of favoritism and examined the books of 
the bureau several weeks ago. President 
La Grange said yesterday: 

*““T think there is no doubt of the truth 
of the charges. The accused man will have 
a fair trial,“and the Commissioners will 
hear al] he has to say and all! his witnesses 
have to say, and will give him the benefit 
of every doubt. There is no conspiracy 
against him. If he has acted as we be- 
lieve he has he is not a fit man for the 
place, and we shall remove him. Lawyer 
Campbeli prepared the charges under the 
instruction of a majority of the Commis- 
sioners after Mr. Findley had declined to 
do so. The Commissioners are prepared to 
accept full responsibility for their actions.”’ 

Mr. Smith was visited at his home, 122 
West Seventy-third Street. He declined to 
speak about the charges preferred against 
him at all. ‘“‘I have not seen them,” he 
said, *“‘although I believe they have been 
served on Mr. Olcott. I have no doubt of 
being able to answer any accusation that 
can be made against me.”

A PAINFUL PLAY BY LAWRENCE 
IRVING, SON OF SIR HENRY. 


“ Godefroi and Yolande” at pea 
Was Dramatized from a Story in 
the Old Chronicles of France, 
upon Which Swinburne Founded 
a Poem—Gillette in Town Again, 
and Herbert Kelcey as Col. Allan 
Kendrick—Music Hall Changes. 


There really dweit in France, when 
Philippe le Bel was King, a very beautiful 
and morally reprehensible lady, whose name 


was Yolande Salliére. We know this, we 


‘who are not versed in old French lore, be- 


cause Mr. Swinburne quotes a paragraph or 


picturesque old French to explain a 
of his, the least objectionable part of 
This is the 
sort of thing Mr. Swinburne used to like to 
write when he was young, and, though it is 
not devoid of either power or beauty, it is 
not nice. It is as artlessly frank as cer- 
tain passages in Genesis that follow the ac- 
count of the transformation of Lot's: wife 
into a work of art. ‘The poem sets forth 
the reflections of a death-stricken youth 
who was clerk--which is to say, reader, 
scribe, and, in a general way, brains—to 
Yolande Salliére. She treated him insolent- 
ly, but he loved her in silence, and when all 
the gallants fled from her because the 
marks of leprosy were on her, he remained. 
When she was driven away from human 
habitations he went with her. They starved 
together, and when she was dead he re- 
mained by her body watching over it. 

Upon this story was grounded the one- 
act drama called “ Godefroi and Yolande,” 
written by Lawrence Irving, Sir Henry’s 
younger son, which was acted at Abbey's 
Theatre last night. 

The scene was a 
castle, decorated for a masque which 
the courtesan was giving in honor 
of the return from the Holy Land of her 
favored lover, Sir Sagramour. She was to 
be Venus, in the masque, with Cupid and 
the nymphs to wait upon her, and every- 
body knew that the King himself was to 
be Jupiter. But all was not well in the 
castle, for Yolande was very pale, and she 
had sent for a leech to ask what ailed her, 
though her spirits were gay enough. And 
the blind mother of Godefroi had come to 
urge him to leave the house of sin in which 
he tarried. 

Godefroi promised to go, but changed his 
mind when the leech whispered to ium the 
name of Yolande’s malady. All the while 
three lepers were at the gates crying ‘ Un- 
clean,” for they knew, too, that Yolande 
Was one of them. But she was ignorant, 
and though distressed by the exceeding 
whiteness of her face and hands, was as 
haughty as ever, as cruel to Godefroi, as 
imperious to her attendants. 

The time came for the masque, and Ju- 
piter and his train, which included all the 
gods of Roman mythology, were met by 
Venus. But when the paladin, Sir Sagra- 
mour, knelt to kiss the hand of his mis- 
tress, he shrank in horror, for he had 
known leprosy in the Orient. Then poor 
Yolande was cursed by the Archbishop, who 
was in the masque, and had suddenly be- 
come virtuous, and presently the lights and 
the maskers’were all gone, and the strick- 
en woman was left alone with Godefroi. 
And all the while the hideous lepers at the 
gate cried out, ‘‘ Unclean, unclean!”’ 

Yolande’s possessions were confiscated by 
the Church, and she was driven forth, as 
lepers always were, but Godefroi went with 
her, with his heart full of holiness, to live 
with her and care for her and die for her. 

Swinburne imagines no such clerk for 
Yolande and the old chronicles are with 
him. He is one whose soul is lost as he 
laments over the body of his love. But 
young Mr. Irving’s Godefroi shames the 
Church of the fourteenth century by living 
up to the\creed of its Founder. ‘“ Are you 
one of the saints?’’ Yolande asks him. ‘ Are 
you He?” 

Imagination, a commendable striving for 
unhackneyed incidents and situations, a 
keen sense of theatric effect, and a forcible- 
feeble literary manner, mark this somewhat 
crude but striking little play. The dialogue, 
in which the young author has aimed at 
poetical forms of expression and missed 
poetry, is its poorest element. Exactly the 
right word seems to be rarely used. But 
that Mr. Irving has the playwright’s gift is 
probable. 

The principal parts were acted by Ellen 
Terry as Yolande, and Frank Cooper as 
Godefroi. Miss Terry’s best gifts are, of 
course hidden in such a r6éle. Yolande is 
splendid, but inspires horror. Perhaps an 
actress of a coarser mould could make the 
character thrilling. Mr. Valentine and Mr. 
Tyars were in the cast, and Miss Julia 
Arthur was a beautiful figure in a very in- 
significant réle. The accessories had been 
looked after in the accustomed Irving man- 
ner. 

“The” Lyons Mail,” with Sir Henry as 
Dubosc and Lesurques, was also in the bill, 
but the last word of. praise has now been 
said about that remarkable dual portrayal. 
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“Too Much Johnson” Again. 


An agreeable incident of the supplement- 
ary theatrical season is the return of ‘‘ Too 
Much Johnson,” that vivacious and in- 
genious comic play which Mr. William 
Gillette founded upon an episode in the 
French piece called ‘‘ Thomassin Planta- 
tion,”’ but which is largely original with 
him. It filled nearly a whole season in this 
city prosperously, and now after a profita- 
ble long tour is again on view here, 
at the Empire Theatre, where it seems 
to be uncommonly’ well-placed. The 
central personage, Augustus Billings, 
is a lineal descendant in drama of 


the Moliére’s menteur, who was something 
more than merely the prototype of Foote’s 
Young Wilding. Billings is a constitutional 
and amusing liar, and unlike some of his 
predecessors in Compenty and romance his 
falsehoods are invariably purposeful. Wild- 
ing and Marryat’s Captain Kearney, (whose 
last words were that he “ had known per- 
sons to live six months with the death rat- 
tle,"") both lied from an artistic inclination 
to mendacity, and wasted many excellent 
opportunities. er has the same artistic 
zest. He thoroughly enjoys every false- 
hood he utters. e seems to see them in 

rspective and in every possible light. But 
he oes not fritter away his imaginative 

fts. With a few exceptions, which are 
ramatically useful in confusing the in- 
trigue of the play, he plants each whopper 
in the right place, and sees it grow and 
bear fruit to his satisfaction. Thus he lies 
himself out of one scrape and into another 
and out of that, in turn, with delightful 
skill and effect. 

Mr. Gillette embodies this réle with dry 
drollery, with admirable tact, with grace- 
ful ease. It may not regarded as 
a portrayal of recognizable character, for 
in spite of the delicacy of the conception, 
one the invariable lightness of the actor’s 
touch, the work is a caricature. But it is 
founded remotely on observation of human 
nature, though the superstructure is excel- 
lent stagecraft. We have all known good 
liars, and we seem to dimly recognize 
traits of all the liars we ever knew in this 
portrayal of Augustus Billings. 

The part of irascible Johnson !s still in the 
competent hands of Mr. eke Delmore, 
while Miss Haslam, Miss Meek, Mr. Sam- 
uel Reed, and Mr. Charles J, Bell retain 
their old parts. Miss Anna Belmont ts also 
jn the cast.

CHAIR OF MUSIC 


E. A, MacDowell Named as the First 
Professor—Gifts to the University. 


Columbia has followed the example of 
Harvard and Yale, and hereafter music 
will be one of its university studies. 

This fact was announced at the monthly 
meeting of the Trustees yesterday. It was 
stated that Miss Mary E. Ludlow’s munifi- 
cent endowment, establishing what is to 
be known as the “ Robert Center Fund for 
Instruction in Music,’’ enables the university 
to provide for a permanent chair of music, 
Edward Alexander MacDowell has been ap- 
pointed to the professorship. Mr. Mac- 
Dowell is a native of New-York, and is 
well known as a composer. He studied in 
Paris and Germany, and Liszt thought him 
to be a genius. 

The annual finance report, which provides 
for the administration of the university for 
the ensuing year, so that things will go on 
without being interfered with by the re- 
moval to the new site, was accepted. 

Votes of thanks were tendered to H. O. 
Havemeyer for Havemeyer Hall, and also 
to President Eliot of Harvard, ex-Mayor 
Hewitt, Dean Van Amringe, Prof. Osborn, 
and others who took part in the dedication 
exercises last Saturday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Samuel P. Avery have pre- 
sented to the university a magnificent cata- 
logue of the Avery Architectural Library. 
The volume is of great value to the college 
library. 

President Low reported that several gifts 
of machinery for the mechanical depart- 
ment had been made by Daniel Lord and 
Franklyn Butler Lord, and also astronom- 
ical apparatus of great value by C. F. Coy- 
kendall, J. H. Le Due, and Rutherford 
Stuyvesant. Perhaps the most important 
donation was that of J. R. Planten, Con- 
sul General of the Netherlands. He pre- 
sented to the’ library an exceedingly rare 
collection of early Dutch literature. 

President Low announced that the fol- 
lowing dispatch had been received too late 
to be read at the dedication ceremonies:

Edward Delevan Perry was 
appointed Acting Dean of the college, to 
fill the positfon temporarily left vacant 
by Dr. J. Howard Van Amringe, who will 
soon start on an extended tour through 
BHurope.

Wayland Trask & Co. of 18 Wall Street 
pent notice to the Stock Exchange yesterday 
that they could not meet their obligations. 

Mr. Trask said that poor business had 
caused the suspension. The firm had no 
contracts at the Stock Exchange. Its af- 
fairs were in such condition that there 
would be no need of an assignee. Obliga- 
tions were mainly among friends.

The present firm was formed in January, 
1898, with Alfred W. Rankin as partner.

Samuel Borrowe. 


Samuel Borrowe, Second Vice President of 
the Equitable Life no- 
tice of whose death from apoplexy Sunday 
aftérnoon at his residence, 28 West Sev- 
enteenth Street, appeared yesterday in 
THE New-YorK TIMEs, had at his 
desk in the Equitable Building on Sat- 
urday, when he seemed to be in good 
health. His associates in the office were 
thus wholly unprepared for his death. The 
officers of the society will attend the funer- 
al in a body. : 

Mr. Borrowe was born in this city Aug. 8, 
1837. He came of old New-York parentage. 
Hfis mother was a member of the Beekman 
family. Hig father, Dr. J. H. Borrowe, en- 
joyed a high reputation among physicians 
here. 

Mr. Borrowe began his business career 
in the fire insurance line. He was induced 
to leave his independent work by an offer 
from the Equitable, for which he became 
city manager on Novy. 1, 1869. In January, 
1871, he became Secretary of the society, 
serving in that capacity until he was cho- 
sen Second Vice President on April 28, 1880. 

He was a prominent clubman, being a 
member of the Union, University, St. Nich- 
olas, and Metropolitan Clubs, of this city, 
and of the Somerset Club. of Boston. He 
took active part in organizing the Riding 
Club, and he was Secretary and Chairman 
of the House Committee of the Lawyers 
Club.

Anna Pine Decatur Parsons. 


Anna Pine Decatur Parsons died Sunday 
afternoon at her residence, 18 East Sixty- 
third Street, after a long illness, in her 
eighty-fourth year.

Her mother, Maria S. Ten 
Peyels, was the heiress of Thomas ‘Ten 
Eyck, an old New-York merchant whose 
residence was on the east side of Bowling 
Green, at the foot of Broadway. The build- 
ing of the Standard Oil Company now oc- 
cupies the site. Mr. Ten Eyck was the 
great-great-grandson of Coenraet Ten Eyck, 
an influential citizen of New-Amsterdam in 
1650. 


William J. Rider. 


William J. Rider, an old and respected 
resident of the Seventh Ward of Brooklyn, 
died on Sunday at the Seney Hospital from 
the effects of an operation. Mr. Rider was 
born at Springfield, L. I., in 1828, and had 
lived in Brooklyn nearly all his life. He 
was engaged in the building business, and 
at one time took an active part in Repub- 
lican politics, having represented his ward 
in the Board of Supervisors. He was a 
member of the Classon Avenue Presbyterian 
Church. Mr. Rider was noted for the stur- 
diness of his character, and enjoyed the 
esteem of a very large circle of friends and 
acquaintances.

THOMPSON’S LANGUAGE VINDICATED 


The New-Yorker Acquitted of Violat- 
ing the New-Jersey Law. 


RUTHERFORD, N. J., May 4.—Justice 
William Haywood has decided that William 
Thompson, a New-York business man whom 
Town Marshal Philander H. Johnson 
charges with ‘ disturbing the peace of the 
State and inciting the residents thereof to 
disorder and riot by the use of profane, in- 
decent, and immoderate language or. the 
public street of Rutherford,” is not guilty. 

Thompson owned a dog. Johnson’s du- 
ties include the killing of dogs under cer- 
tain circumstances. Johnson killed Thomp- 
son’s dog. ‘Thompson objected. The men 
met and had a conversation. 

The nature of the language used at that 
meeting was the matter in dispute. Thomp- 
son did not assert that he would have wsed 
the same language he used if he had been 
in his own parlor. Johnson asserted the 
language was not fit for the lowest kind of 
a,dive. New-Jersey does not allow that 
kind of talk on the street, and consequently 
Johnson had Thorhpson summoned for vi 
lating the law. 

The hearing was had to-night in the Town 
Hall. All Rutherford turned out to hear 
the case. The Union Club, the swell or- 
ganization of which Thompson is a member 
and of which Johnson is not, was well rep- 
resented. 

Johnson was not has > 4 to proceed when 
the case was called. e said his counsel 
was absent. He wanted the case adjourned. 
Justice Haywood granted him fifteen min- 
utes to obtain counsel. Johnson hurried 
out and returned without counsel. He 
wanted the case to go over, out this was 
denied. 

The. complaint was read. It charged that 
the words alleged to have been used were 
spoken on a Sunday morning, close to a 
church and within the hearing of ladies. 

Johnson stated that he was walking down 
the street Sunday morning, April 26, He 
had a spade on his shoulder, He had been 
burying a dog. Mr. Thompson and 
two friends were starting out for a ride 
on their bicycles. Mr. Thompson accosted 
him and asked why he shot the Thompson 
dog. There were ‘‘ words”’ between them 
and then Thompson, according to Johnson, 
said something which Anthony Comstock 
would not allow to be circulated if printed. 
The meeting ended with the declaration on 
Thompson's part, that if it were not for 
the law he ‘would blow Johnson full of 
holes.’’ 

Louis B. Parsons, a New-York business 
man, testified tnat he was one of the men 
with Mr. Thompson when the conversation 
occurred. He heard no law-breaking words 
used. What was said could be heard by 
none but the four who were standing close 
together. A person standing ten feet away 
could not have heard the words used. 

William P. Vogel, the fourth one of the 
group, heard some of the alleged objec- 
tlonable words used, but no one a few feet 
away could have heard them. There was 
no One passing at the time. 

Justice Haywood said he was surprised 
the charge had ever been made. He con- 
sidered Johnson as much to blame as 
Thompson for whatever did happen, or 
whatever was said, and would dismiss the 
complaint and discharge the defendant. 

Johnson resented this and intimated all 
sorts of things because Thompson was a 
member of the Union Club, and the Union 
Club had taken so great an interest in the 
case, and because Justice Haywood was a 
member of the Union Club. Johnson be- 
came greatly excited and his heat was ad- 
ded to by the jeering of the crowd. John- 
son left the courtroom declaring the end 
was not yet and he would have justice even 
if he had to suspend his dog-killing operas 
tions for that purpose.

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MUST RIDE oN THE CYCLE PATH. 


Cyclists Ordered to Keep Off the Main 
Roadway of the Ocean Parkway. 





Park Commissioner Woodruff of Brooklyn is- 
sued an order yesterday prohibiting the riding 
of bicycles on the main drive of the Ocean Park- 
Way, along which runs the famous Coney Island 
cyclé path. Although this dppears to be con- 
trary to the Liberty bill, which ‘gives to bicycles 
the free use of the highways the same as other 
vehicles, yet there will probably be not the 
slightest objection frcm the wheelmen. They 
have the famous path to ride on, the finest thing 
of the kind in existence, and very soon another 
path will be ready for use on the opposite side 
of the parkway. 

The order issued by the Commissioner also re- 
lates to the speeding of fast horses and to the 
regulation of business traffic. The order, al- 
though dated on Saturday, was not issued to the 
public until yesterday. It reads as follows: 

Office of the Department of Parks, ] 
Litchfield Mansion, Prospect Park, i 
Brooklyn, May 2, 1896. 

Under authority conferred upon me by Chapter 
647, Subdivision 2 of Section 2 of the Laws of 
1895, and in compliance with Subdivision 9 of 
the same section, I hereby give notice that I 
have this day adopted the following rules and 
regulations in regard to the Ocean Parkway: 

Speeding--It shall be unlawful for persons to 
speed horses at any time whatsoever between 
Eighteenth Avenue and the Coney Island en- 
trance to Prospect Park. 

Bicycle Riding—It shall be unlawful for bicycles 
to be ridden upon the main driveway at any 
time. 

Business Wagons—All business wagons _of 
every kind, whether heavy or light, including 
trucks, are prohibited from using the main 
drive, the side roads being devoted to their use. 

The following rules and regulations have been 
adopted in relation to the Eastern Parkway: 

Speeding—Speeding is prohibited upon all parts 
of the Eastern Parkway. 

Business Wagons—All business wagons must 
use either the block pavement at either side of 
the main drive or the side roads. 

Penalty—Violation of the above ordinances will 
lead to arrest and the infliction of a fine.

President Angell of the Good Roads Associa- 
tion of Brooklyn, when questioned about the 
new order last evening, said he thought the 
wheelmen would indorse it because it Was a 
reasonable regulation, which in no way inter- 
fered with their needs in that section.

Many think that the work of 
the wheels is mere pleasure, but it is to recreate 
men physically, mentally, and spiritually. 

‘Many persons gc out of the city to see the 
country, and thus obtain an insight into things 
which they could not do were it not for innocent 












secreatior of this sort. Wheels afford oppor- 
tunities for the culture of the body; they afford 
opportunities for the culture of the mind.’’ 

1 preacher then mentioned watchfulness and 
activity end end jurance as qualities developed by 
cycling. ‘‘ Zimmerman says some persons ought 
never to mount a wheel,’* the pastor said. “‘A 
man must have knowledge of himself and his 
wheel.

! ‘The one hundredth anniversary of the 
birthday of Horace Mann, the educational 
reformer, was celebrated last night in the 
Normal College at Park Avenue and Sixty- 
eighth Street. 

The large assembly hall was crowded with 
people. Every seat was taken by 8 o'clock, 
and when the exercises began the aisles 
were filled with men and women who stood 
patiently for three hours and listened to 
addresses from distinguished educators of 
the present day. 

Dr. Thomas Hunter, as President of the 
Normal College and Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, presided. With 
him on the committee were Dr. William N. 
Barringer, Prof. Alfred G. Compton, Dr. 
Matthew J. Elgas, Assistant Superintendent 
James Godwin, William B. Gunnison, John 
H. Haaren, Dr. Walter L. Hervey, William

In the country in 4 square miles there will be 
only from 20 to 40 school children. For the 
first 40 years of our history such a condition 
existed in nine-tenths of our country.

Horace Mann did in 
centralized school sys- 
tem, which ended by Massachusetts chang- 
ing, in 1867, to a town school system.

President G. Stanley Hall of Clark Uni- 
versity at Worcester, Mass., was then in- 
troduced. Mr. Ha]! is an authority on 
psychology as applied to education, es- 
pecially in those branches which relate to 
the study of childhood, and in his speech 
he made the only criticism of Mr. Mann 
for his lack of appreciation of kindergarten 
work. -Mr. Hill said: 

There is a pathos in the

small meetings, occasionally having to build the 
fires, and at least once to sweep out the meeting

ing heen twice Speaker of the State Senate, 
after having as a successful lawyer won more 
than four-fifths o li his cases—to give all this 
up to take ‘‘the clientage of the next genera- 
tion,’’ as he called it—these, I say, constitute 
the 7 f his life service. 

The f of the specialities for which he strug- 





gled was the training of teachers. He was the 
first to declare with clear conviction that teach- 


ing no longer called for unskilled workmen. 
The second thing he strove for was superior 
tendency and supervision. This, too, must of 
course be professional. 

Finally, Horace Mann, more than any other, 
represented labor under difficulty. He was a 
lifelong invalid. His education was in some 
things defective. His physiology was  poor-- 
poorer even than the temperance physiology of 
to-day. 


Helen Gray Cone. a graduate of the Nom 
mal College, read a poem in praise of the 
man in whose honor the meeting was held. 
She was followed by John Jasper, Super- 
intendent of Schools of this city, in a short 
address. 

Charles R. Skinner, State Superintendent 
of Schools, was next introduced. He said, 
among other things 

We may fitly paraphrase Webster’s eulogy of 
Alexander Hamilton and say of Horace Mann, 
**He smote ti of Massachusetts’ educa- 
tional resources and abundant streams of revenue 









gushed forth. He touched the dead corpse of 
public interest in the common schools and it 
sprung upon its feet.’’ 

But there is special reason why we should 
honor his memory to-d because of what he 
accomplished for education in New-York. His 
masterly fifth annual report for the year 1841, 


in which he discussed the effects of education 
upon the wordly fortunes of men, was reprinted 
in Albany and 18,000 copies distributed through- 
out the State. But his influence was even great- 
er through his correspondence with State offi- 
cials and men interested in educational views and 
in his efforts to promote in every way possible 
advanced views and increased interest in common 
schools. 

We must remember that these continued efforts 
for common schools in New-York were made 
by one who worked untiringly fifteen hours a 
day for twelve years for education; who denied 
himself sleep, food, rest, clothing; who paid in 
one year, out of his meagre salary of $1,500, 
$600 toward the establishment of the first normal 
school in the United States; who constantly ful- 
filled to its minutest signification his vow when 
elected Secretary of the Board of Education. 
** Henceforth,’’ he wrote in his journal on the 
evening cf the day of his election, ‘‘ so long as 
‘IT hola this office, I dedicate myself to the su- 
premest welfare of mankind upon earth,"’ 

But Horace Mann’s influence on educational in- 

ests @xtended far beyond Massachusetts, New- 
New-York. The 
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stances copied the methods and enacted the laws 
which have given dignity, strength, and beauty 
to the common school system: of Massachusetts. 
In them, as in New-England and in New-York, 
lives to-day the spirit Horace Mann evoked 
by his magnificent endeavors to make the public 
schools of his native State what they might be 
in the education of all her children. 

The high ideals for which Horace Mann _ so 
earnestly tolled, and which he kept so steadily 
before him, and which he hoped to see, are not 
yet realized. They may never be. But as we 
feel the inspiration of his unselfish life and 
his great work in the cause which is dear to 
our own hearts, we may be encouraged to hope 
that constant effort toward uplifting education 
will yield glorious results. 

The last speaker of the evening was 
Truman J. Backus, President of the Packer 
Collegiate Institute of Brooklyn, who spoke 
for the private schools.

courtroom, where he decides the cases that 
come before him, George L. Merrill is an- 
other citizen of Erastina, and it is his duty 
to see that the roads in the town of North- 
field are properly cared for and repaired. 
John Wardell and his brother, Joseph, are 
farmers, who live in Northfield, outside of 
Erastina. 

Highway Commissioner Merrill sued the 
Wardells for not doing their share in keep- 
ing the roads in repair, and the case came 
on for trial before Justice Van Name yes- 
terday. A crowd gathered in the little 
office, and villagers who had nothing bet- 
ter to do, and farmers who were interested 
in the outcome, filled the place almost to 
suffocation. 

The Wardell brothers arrived at the of- 
fice before Merrill did, and they at once 
opened their batteries on the Justice, tell- 
ing how the poor farmer was obliged to 
pay taxes and do work on the roads so 
that the owners of horses in the villages 
could speed their stock over them. They 
told how they had to pay taxes to build 
stone roads to connect the villages, and 
then to pay to maintain them. After hear- 
ing the plaint, Justice Van Name said he 
sympathized with the farmers and believed 
them ill-treated. 

When Merrill arrived and opened his case, 
he thought the Justice was not treating him 
fairly, and claimed that instead of sitting as 
a Justice he was acting as special pleader 
for: the defendants. Things grew warm be- 
tween the Justice and the Commissioner, 
and finally the dignity of the Justice-was 
thrown to the winds, and he called Merrill a 
liar, or words to that effect. The Highway 
Commissioner had been getting hotter and 
hotter as the case proceeded, and the im- 
putation that he was not telling the truth 
aroused his fighting blood. He dared the 
Justice to repeat the accusation. Quick as a 


shot came back the repetition, most em-

Justice 
Van Namie retired to the privacy of his 
home to nurse his injuries. 

In the mélée the suit against the War- 
dell brothers was forgotton, and it went 
over without the formality of an adjourn- 
ment. Its resumption will be eagerly 
watched for by the residence of Erastina.

COULD NOT LIVE IN POVERTY. 


Suicide of Alexander Charpeigne, an 
Old French Army Officer. 


Alexander Charpeigne, sixty-three years 
old, committed suicide yesterday morning in 
M. Bernardo’s boarding house, at 110 Chris- 
topher Street, by shooting himself in the 
head. 

He had lived at the Hotel Sterling, at 
Sterling, Morris County, N. J., for two 
years prior to last Christmas, and was at 
that time receiving $100 a month from 
France, saying it was the income of a 
legacy. He went to the Christopher Street 
house last Christmas, and just afterward 
his remittances ceased. He could make no 
explanation, and he wrote many letters to 
France without receiving any reply. He 
expected a letter yesterday, but when ‘the 
earrier called at the house with nothing 
for him, he became despondent and shot 
himself. 

Mr. Charpeigne left a letter for the Cor- 
oner, and some for friends. Among his pa- 
pers was the address of his sister, Mme. 
Jules Defoux of San Loup, France. 

In speaking of his career, M. Champeigne 
had told his friends here that he belonged 
to a rich French family and had served as 
a Captain in the Franco-Prussian War. Aft- 
er that war he lost a fortune in the wine 
business. He came here thirteen years ago 
and worked for several wine merchants un- 
til he received a legacy, three years ago, 
when he went to Sterling, N. J., to live in 
retirement.

PERMIT TO MEN, NOT TRUCKS, 





“ Dry-Dollar * Sullivan’s Bill Practic- 
ally Laughed Out of Court. 


Senator Timothy ‘‘ Dry-Dollar’’ Sullivan’s 
bill, which purports to compel the Commis- 
sioner of Street Cleaning to issue permits 
allowing trucks and other vehicles to stand 
in front of the owners’ residences or sta- 
bles over night, came up for a hearing be- 
fore the Mayor yesterday. 

The bill was laughed ‘ out of court.’”’ On 
the face of it the only license that could be 
issued under it would be a license to the 
truck owners to stand out on the streets 
themselves. The bill reads as follows: 


The Stree Cleaning Commissioner shall issue 
permits to ‘owners of all licensed vehicles to 
stand in front of their residences or stables, only 
from 6 o'clock in the evening ‘until 8 o'clock in 
the. morning; also on Sundays and holidays; and 
he shall keep the street clean underneath and 
around said vehicles, under penalty of having 
his permit revoked. All vehicles found on the 
street after 8S o'clock in the morning shall be 
removed by the Street Clean'‘ng Commissioner 
to such yards as he may designate, at a cost of 
not less than $5 to the owner. 


Col. Waring, in asking the Mayor not to 
approve of the bill, said: 

This bill begins with an error. There is no 
such office known to the law as the Street 
Cleaning Commissioner. However, the courts 
would, perhaps, hold that at least under the 
present conditions the Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning is also a Street Cleaning Commission- 
er; so it is not necessary to dwell on this point. 

It is not very clear what was, in this case, 
that ‘‘intention of the Legislature’’ of which 
we sometimes hear; but so far as any intention 
at all is expressed in this bill, the Commissioner 
is required to give permits to a selected class 
of: men to stand in the streets, in front of their 
houses, and stables, all night and on Sundays 
and holidays. I should be sorry to have this 
duty thrust upon me. It would imply a moral 
responsibility on my part for the conduct of 
these men, especially during the wee sma’ hours, 
which I am_ not willing to assume. ‘They would 
have no work for their hands as they stood in 


the streets, and we are told of old what the 
devil finds for idle hands to do; I beg that you 
will sign no bill that gives me such responsi- 


bility. 

The Commissioner is also required to keep the 
Streets clean under and around these objects, un- 
der penalty of having his permit revoked. I sub- 
mit that I should be spared this added terror. It is 
surely enough for any one man to live up to the 
unceasing consciousness that your Honor can, 
with a single stroke of the pen, revoke his per- 
mit to draw his salary. 

The foregoing objections are unimportant when 
compared with that aroused by the final clause 
of the bill. There is no provision increasing 
the appropriation of the Department of Street 
Cleaning; yet the Commissioner is required to 
confine all transportation of goods and of per- 
sons to the hours before 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. After that time he must seize all ‘trucks, 
carts, carriages, horse cars, cable cars, and push 
carts that may be in the streets, send them to 
the encumbrance yards, and fine their owners 
not less than $5 each. Your Honor must see 
that while such a task would be ‘possible, it 
could not be performed within the limit of the 
meagte appropriation allotted to the Depart- 
ment of Street Cleanine. 

L. J. Callanan opposed any permits to al- 
low trucks to stand on the streets at night. 

“ But this bill says nothing about trucks,” 
said the Mayor. ‘It says that the Street 
Cleaning Commissioner shall issue permits 
to the owners of vehicles to stand on the 
gtreet.”’ 

“Oh, well, then; I withdraw my objec- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Callanan. 

E. E.. Westphal, President of the Licensed 
Truck Owners’ Association, appeared in 
favor of the bill, and said it was evident 
that a clerical error had been made. He 
spoke at some length as to the difficulty the 
truckmen have in finding places to store 
their trucks. When he had finished the 
Mayor said: 

“The bill could give you no relief as it 
reads. I will return it to Albany without 
the acceptance of the city.” 





IN BARON DE HIRSCH’S MEMORY. 


Services to be Held Sunday in Temple 
Emanu-El,. 


In memory of Baron Morris de Hirsch, 
the Jewish philanthropist, a special service 
will be held next Sunday in the Temple 
Emanu-El. Those who are associated with 
his philanthropic institutions in New-York 
have taken charge of the memorial, 

The services will begin at 10 o’clock A. M. 
with a prayer by the Rey. Stephen A. Wise. 
The regular memorial ceremonies according 
to the ritual of the Temple Emanu-El will 
follow, conducted by the Rev. Dr. G. Gott- 
heil and the Rey. Dr. Joseph Silverman. 
There will be an extra musical programme 
arranged by Ad‘ Neuendorf, musical di- 
rector of the temple, and rendered by the 
choir and an orchestra. 

The speakers: will be John B. Weber of 
Buffalo, who, while United States Com- 
missioner of Immigration, became convers- 


ant with the workings of the Baron de 
Hirsch charities; Oscar S. Straus, who 
was personally acquainted with Baron de 


Hirsch, and was appointed by the Baron as 
one of the Directors of the fund, and S. 
W. Rosendale of Albany. ‘ 

The gervices will be conducted by the 
Associated Ministers of New-York, includ- 
ing nearly all of the Jewish clergymen of 
the city. The Rev. Dr. K. Kohler will de- 
liver the closing prayer. The programme 
and services are in charge of the follow- 
ing committee of Directors of the Baron de 
Hirsch Fund; Jacob H. Schiff, Vice Presi- 
dent; Oscar S. Straus, James H. Hoffman, 
and Myer S. Isaacs, President ex officio. 

The general puoplic is invited, and the at- 
tendance will undoubtedly exceed the ca- 
pacity of Temple Emanu-El. Delegations 
from the various institutions endowed by 
Baron de Hirsch will be present, and the 
Directors of the Woodbine (N. J.) Colony 
and the Baron dé Hirsch Trade School of 
this city will be present in bodies. It is 
suggested that a day be set for annual 
memorial services of the Baron, to be held 
in all of the synagogues in America every 
year.

ARRIVAL 
Cruiser to be Docked for Cleaning 
and Minor Repairs. 


The United States cruiser Newark, until 
recently flagship of the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion, arrived in port yesterday afternoon, 
and went to an anchorage off Tompkins- 
ville, S. I. She will go to the navy yard 


to-day to be placed in drydock. A’ few 
minor repajrs are needed, but, according 
to her officers, the ship can be made ready 
for joining the -North. Atlantic fleet at 
Hampton Roads, to which she has been 
formally attached, within a week, or ten 
days at most. 

The officers are careful to say that the 
ship can be made ready for duty in 
that time. The vessel requires an entire 
new crew, and whether the men are avail- 


able the officers of the Newark do not 
know. Their tour of sea duty has expired, 
and those who have not already re- 


ceived orders detaching them to shore or 
other duty are expecting such communica- 
tions from the Navy Department. 

Although recently flagship of an impor- 
tant station, the Newark came into port 
with a Lieutenant Commander in charge, 
Rear Admiral Charles S. Norton, whose 
flagship the vessel has been, was detached 
upon arrival in Hampton Roads. The New- 
ark’s appearance ir that roadstead, where 
is assembled the North Atlantic fleet of 
Rear Admiral Bunce, brought about a tem- 
porary change in flags and in flagships. 
The Commander of the formidable fleet of 
war vessels which is now gathered in those 
waters is junior to the officer whose flag 
floated from the stranger craft from the 
South Atlantic. As soon as the latter was 
made out, the pennant of Admiral Bunce 
was hauled down and a red pennant went 
up in its place, a sileit acknowledgment to 
the seniority of the newcomer. 

Rear Admiral Norton was detached be- 
fore any complications could ensue, and his 
ship, relegated to the class of cruiser by 
the lowering of his fiag, was attached to 
the command of Rear Admiral Bunce. 

The Newark’s commanding officer, Capt. 
William Bainbridge. Hoff, was also de. 
tached and placed on waiting orders. Capt. 
Hoff was detailed to the old steam frigate 
Lancaster last Sentember, and ordered to 
take a relief crew to the Newark and bring 
home the members of the Newark’s crew 
whose time had expired. Capt. Hoff obeyed 
his instructions with such leisure that a 
court of inquiry was convened when the 
Lancaster finally reached Brazilian waters, 
to inquire into the reason of his delaved 
arrival there. The finding of the court was 
conveyed to the Navy Department in a 
brief cablegram, and Capt. Hoff was forth- 
with detached from the Lancaster and or- 
dered to bring the Newark home, so as to 
be on hand in case the Secretary of the 
Navy saw fit to bring him to trial before 
a special court-martial. 

Capt. Hoff has been detached from the 
Newark, and it has been authoritatively 
stated that the “incident ts closed.” Capt. 
Allen V. Read is spoken of as his successor 
in command of the Newark. 





TRYING TO REDUCE FERRY RATES. 





Hudson County Freeholders Asking 


Companies for Facts, 


The Hudson County Board of Freeholders, 
in furtherance of its plan to secure a re- 
duction of ferry rates upon the various fer- 
ries operated within the limits of the 
county, yesterday sent to the companies in- 
terested a circular calling for certain infor- 
mation. The answers must be furnished by 


May 13. The circular states that the Free- 
holders desire to secure an equitable scale 
of rates between the companies and the 
public. 

The points upon which the Freeholders 
wish information are as follows: 

The number of ferryboats used in the transpor- 
tation of freight and passengers touching in the 
County of Hudson. 

The value of ferryboats, docks, and terminal 
property used in connection with said ferries. 

The approximate number of foot passengers car- 
ried daily. 

The net receipts derived from the transportation 
of passengers and vehicles. 

The approximate number of passengers car- 
ried from Hudson County daily, excluding those 
who are transferred as passengers from railroads 
or trolley cars 

The rates for ferriage charged for the trans- 
portation of persons who are passengers on rail- 
roads or trolley cars and purchase tickets to New- 
York or elsewhere. 

The rates of ferriage per capita charged to any 
railroad or trolley company for the transportation 
of passengers coming in on such rail or trolley 
roads. 

The present schedule of rates of ferriage charged 
for persons and vehicles. 


The Freeholders base their action upon 
a law passed in 179%. 
Should the companies refuse to furnish 


the information called for by May 13, or 
ask for an extension of time, the Free- 
holders say they will call a public meet- 
ing to consider the subject. 
On the other hand, the officiais of the 
Pennsylvania and other ferries claim that 


as they ferry passengers between two 
States, the matter can only be controlled 
by Congress, and comes under the pro- 
visions of the Interstate Commerce law. 


They also claim that the rates now charged 
are reasonable. 





MAYOR FUR ECONOMY, HE SAYS. 





Increase in Salary Bills Heard—Some 
Other Measures Approved. 


Mayor Strong gave a hearing yesterday 
on the bill increasing the salaries of the 
three physicians employed by the Fire De- 
partment, from $2,000 to $3,000 a year, and 
the appointment of a fourth physician. 

Fire Commissioner La Grange, Senator 
Pavey, and Assemblyman French spoke in 
favor of the bill, and urged that the phy- 
sicians should get as much pay as those 
employed by the Police Department. 

The Mayor said he was opposed to all in- 
creases of salary in the city departments, 
but he did not give his decision on the bill. 

The bill increasing the salaries of court 
attendants in the General Sessions and Su- 
preme Courts to $1,200 was favored by 
Elihu Root and Austin G. Fox. A number 
of the court attachés were present, and the 
Mayor said to them: 

“Tf you are not satisfied, why don’t you 
resign? I have hundreds of applications 
for such places. I have opposed increases 
of salaries in the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, and if I did not do it now 
I would stultify myself.” 

Mr. Root said the places of the court at- 
tendants were very responsible, and he 
urged the Mayor to approve the bill. 

‘““Do you make this request in the interest 
of reform?” asked the Mayor. 

“No; I make it in the interest of fair- 
ness,”’ said Mr. Root. 

The Mayor did not give his decision on the 


ill. 

Other bills acted on*by the Mayor during 
the day were those giving Edward Mc- 
Gaffney a year and a half back pay as a 
fireman, which was approved; authorizing 
the appointment of a night clerk for the 
Coroners’ office, at $1,500 a year salary, and 
authorizing the payment of $2,000 expenses 
incurred during the special election in the 
Seventeenth Assembly District. Both the 
last-named bills were approved. 

The McGaffney bill was approved because 
it was shown that the fireman was made 
blind as the result of his services in the 
department.

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PLAN OF ELEVATED ROAD 
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SYSTEM LOOKING TO AN EX'TENSION 
SUBMITTED TO MAYOR. 





Messrs. Gould and Sage Have a Con- 
ference with the City’s Chief, but 
the Details of Pronosed Improve- 


ments Are Not 


Bouble-Decker Idea or the Bat- 
tery Loop Not Discussed—Mr. Sage 
Denies His Identity. 


George J. Gould and Russeli Sage, repre- 
senting the Manhattan Elevated Railroad 


Company, had a conference with Mayor 


Strong yesterday that lasted about two 
hours. They left a set of plans for exten- 
sions and improvements with the Mayor, 


which are said to be comprehensive, but 
which none of the conferrees would dis- 
cuss for publication. 

Negotiations betwéen the Mayor and 
Messrs. Gould and Sage have been going on 
for some weeks. The Mayor believes that 
rapid transit can be had in a large meas- 
ure within the next two years if proper 
arrangements can be made with the Man- 
hattan Company. 

The maps and plans submitted to the 
Mayor yesterday do not even consider the 
proposed double-deck system. 

It is understood the plans provide for the 
extension of the Ninth and Sixth Avenue 
roads from the present up-town terminus 
to the city line, andyfor a cross-town con- 
nection, such as suggested by the Mayor, 
through Centre Street from the Cliy Hall 
Station and Canal Street. 

The plans also provide for a third track 
on all existing lines where there is not 
one now, and on al! the extensions and for 
express trains from one end of the system 
to the other. 

The running of elevated trains across the 
Brooklyn Bridge was not talked about, 
and it is said the Battery loop did not come 
up for discussion. 

Mayor Strong said before the details of 
the plans would be made public he wished 
to submit the maps and data to engineers 
and get their opinions on certain points 
that are not yet clear to him. After he 
hears the report of the engineers he will 
submit the propositions to the Rapid Trans- 
it Commissioners. The details would then 
be made public. 

The Mayor said, 


however, that neither 
Mr. Gould nor Mr. 


Sage had considered 
for a moment the proposition to build a 
superstructure on the present road and 
thus make a double-deck system. They 
Said such a plan was absolutely out of the 
question for many reasons, the chief one 
being that it would require the rebuilding 
of the present structure, for it could not 
stand the added weight. 

Mr. Gould, while not willing to divulge 
any details of the proposition, said the 
whole subject of rapid transit had been 
thoroughly discussed, and the Mayor was 
shown what could be done in that direction 
by the elevated roads. Mr. Gould said. all 
that had been done so far was at the re- 
quest of the Mayor, and that the Manhat- 
tan Company was not purticularly desirous 
of making the extensions. Mayor Strong 
had intimated that he did not believe the 
underground railroad would be built. 

All that Mr. Sage would say was that 
the pians had been submitted. The Mayor 
and Messrs. Gould and Sage all seemed to 
be very well pleased with the conference. 

. The plans that have been submitted In- 
yoive a very comprehensive system of rapid 
transit,” said the Mayor. ‘At present 
they do not provide for an east side line 
to the city limits, but otherwise they are 
very satisfactory. After I get some expert 
advice from engineers “I shall submit the 
plans to the Rapid Transit Commission. I 
believe this. time. we shall. get. some. tangi- 
ble result, and in the comparatively near 
future this city will have much better rapid 
transit facilities than it ever had. The 
«tak Park loop was not considered -at 
all.

Morton will consider my case, 
and I hope he will see his way to be merci- 
ful toward me. If.my worst enemy could 
only realize what my sufferings have been, 
I think he would be more than satisfied. 
God alone knows what I have gone 
through.” 

He then said that the two years and two 
months he had been in prison seemed like 
twenty years. He also said he was not 
rich, as some of the papers had gaid, and 
that when he got out he would have to 
begin life anew. 

He said he had not seen his wife or chil- 
dren since he had been in prison, and he 
intended that they should not see him, if 
he could help it. ‘“* They shall never look 
upon me in these stripes,” he said; in con- 
clusion.

THE FIGHT FOR WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 








Debates the Sub- 
ject with Much HMarnesinces, 


General Conference 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 4.—The fight in 
the Methodist General Conference for and 
against the admission-of women as dele- 
gates was fairly commenced, but not con- 
cluded, to-day. Much surprise was caused 
by the action of three of the women who 
have been seeking seats in the conference, 
who presented a communication, withdraw- 
ing their claims in the interest of har- 
mony. This action the advocates @f we- 
man’s admission deplored, and some inti- 
mated that #t had been brought about by 
undue influence. They quickly rallied to 
the support ef the one woman who had 
decided to continue the contest for what 
she deemed her rights. 

The women have been voting in the 
conference, subject to the challesge of the 
Rev. J. M. suckley of New-York City. 
the Committee on Eligibility to decide 
upon their rights in the premises met until 
a late _hour Saturday night, and at last 
voted 20 for the women to 11 against. It 
was then decided to submit majority and 
minority reports to the conference. 

The German element in the conference is 
unalterably opposed to the admission of 
women. The Rev. William Koeneke of 
Belleville, Ill., who is a leader of the Ger- 
man section, said to-day: “There are 
thirty-four German delegates to the con- 
ference, and they are a unit on the ques- 
tion of the ineligibility of women as dele- 
gates to the conference. We will make a 
spirited fight against their admission, but 
if we are defeated, I do not anticipate 
that the German delegates will bolt.” 
Bishop Merrill of Chicago called the con- 
ference to order to-day and announced that 
the order of the day was the report of 
the Committee on Eligibility. Secretary Da- 
vid 8S. Monroe read a communication from 
the women delegates from the North In- 
diana and Ohio Conferences. It said that 
while they firmly believed that women had 


the right to be admitted to the conference, 
they respectfully withdrew their reqyest in 
the interests of harmony. They thanked 
the champions of their cause, but said they 
could not consent to have a protracted 
struggle over their rights. Tne communi- 
cation was signed by three of the four 
women delegates. Lydia A. Trimble’s name 
Was not signed to the document. 

The Secretary read the majority report, 
which declared that women had a constitu- 
tional right to membership in the confer- 
ence. 

The Rev. Dr. A. G. Kynett, who is lead- 
Ing the fight for the women, made a brill- 


jiant speech in favor of the adoption of 
the report. It was a historical account 


of the question, and was a masterful pres- 


entation of the women’s side of the ques- 
tion. 

The Rev. Dr. Neeley of Philadelphia read 
the minority report. It said that the mi- 
nority had carefully inquired into the aues- 
tion, and had found that the women pos- 
sessed no rights in the conference what- 
ever. 

The Rey. Dr. Neeley made a fervid speech 
in favor of the minority report. His chief 
point was that women could only be ad- 
mitted by a change in the constitution. 
That could only be done, he said, by a 
three-quarters vote of the members of the 
annual conferences and the approval of the 
General Conference. 


Dr. Neeley moved to substitute the mi- 
mg for .he majority report. This was 
ost. 


The Rev. Dr. George P. Mains of Brook- 
lyn said: “ This is one of the gravest times 
in the history of Methodism. The ques- 
tion of women to-day in the world threat- 
ens civilization itself. We cannot afford 
to make this change except in the most 
corservative manner.’’ He was Satisfied 
that the great cause of Methodism would 
not suffer if women. were admitted, though 
the law of the Church positively denied 
them admission. 

Other vigorous speeches for and against 
women’s admission wer® made, 

Phe discussion continued at length, and 
was heatéd at times. Finally, on motion 
of the Rey. Dr. Leonard of Cincinnati, the 
further debate on thé woman question was 
postsoned until 10 A. M. to-morrow. At 
that time the Rev. Dr. Stevenson of Ken- 
tucky will have the floor. 

The conference to-day adopted a reso- 
lution in favor of international arbitration. 





SODDING IN. CITY HALL PARK, 





Life of the Grass Is Short, Owing to 
Shade and Dust. 


Employes of the Park Department have 
been engaged during the past few days in 
placing grass sods on the plot between the 
City Hall and Broadway. 

These sods are brought in patches about 
a foct square, piled up in large wagons. 
They come from an old farm in process of 
transformation into city lots, lying between 
Astoria ard North Beach, on Long Island. 

An employe of the Park Department told 

a@ reporter for THE NEw-YorK TIMES yes- 
terday that the sods cost 1 cent a square 
foot in the ground. The Park Department, 
in addition, pays the cost of taking them 
up and removing them to the place in the 
city where they are needed. 
_A two-horse team can make two trips a 
day to Astoria and can bring 800 square 
feet of grass sods on each homeward trip. 
The grass in City Hall Park will last only 
four or five seasons at the most without be- 
coming noticeably thin and poor. The rea- 
son for this is that the trees give too much 
shade for a perfect lawn, that the dust 
from the streets is blown over the grass 
and chokes the pores of the leaves, and that 
the ground will not retain enough moisture 
during the hot Summer to keep the plants 
from being burned by the sun. 

The Park Department supplies grass sods 
to other parts of the territory in its charge 
as may be needed, the chief demand beig 
for small parks situated with regard to 
trees and dusty streets similarly to City 
Hall Park. 


















ELECTRICITY TO BE USED AS MO- 
TIVE POWER ON THE BRIDGE. 


Trustees Will Purchase a New Pinant 
for $60,000, but This Will Save the 
Cities $35,000 a Year—Time Will 
Be Saved, and Carrying Capacity 


of Trains Will Be Increased from 


40,000 to 50,000 Passengers an 
Hour. 
The Trustees of the/ New-York and 


Brooklyn Bridge yesterday decided to en- 
large and refit their electric plant on Pros- 
pect Street, some distance below the Brook- 
lyn entrance to the bridge, so that it will 


be capable of supplying the motive power 
to switch cars and, if necessary, to haul 
trains over the bridge. 


two cities each year thereby, and the 
Trustees therefore feel that their action 
is warranted. At the present time it costs 
$70,000 annually to run the locomotives. 

There were present at the meeting Mayor 
Wurster, President Howell, Trustees 
Keeney and Henriques, and Controller 
Palmer. They were unanimous in their de- 
cision, and expressed a desire to have the 
plan put in operation as quickly as possi- 
ble. Every inducement was made to electri- 
cal companies to furnish the motive power 
instead of the bridge itself supplying it. 
The first bids asked for were returned, and 
others at a cheaper rate were asked for 
and sent in, but even these were at figures 
so much higher than the estimated cost, 
as figured by ithe Committee of Trustees, 
that the second bids were all rejected. 

The Edison Illuminating Company offered 
to furnish the required amount of elec- 
tricity at the rate of $196.21 a day, or $86,- 
724a year. The bid of the Brooklyn Heights 
Company was $188 a day, or $68,620 a year. 
Mr. Henriques, as Chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed to look into the matter, 
reported that the cost of a plant, including 
one battery, boilers. generator, - engines, 
piping and connection, switchboard, elec- 
trical apparatus, extexsion of power house, 
foundations and settings, would be $54,000. 
Added to this is $6,000, allowed for contin- 
gencies, making a total of $60,000. It was 
pointed out that the present plant is anti- 
quated, being one of the first plants erected, 
and the committee therefore recommend 
that it be removed. By taking out the old 
dynamos and engines and making an ex- 
tension, there will be enough space to per- 
mit of a new outfit being put in, and this 
will be capable of furnishing light and heat 
for the cars and also motive power. 

Work will be begun on the new plant im- 
mediately, and it should be completed by 
September. The yearly running expenses 
of this plant, as itemized by the commit- 
tee, are to be limited to 30,000 for wages, 
$21,000 for coal,.$353 for water, *$1,000 for 
oil, and $730 for waste, making $28,883. ‘To 
this is added for interest on cost of plant, 
depreciation, and repairs, $10,000, making a 
total of $38,883. This is a very liberal esti- 
mate, however, and the yearly expenses, it 
is expected, will be within $35,000. Chief 
Engineer Martin was authorized to ask for 
bids for a battery and boilers, three gen- 
erators, three engines, piping, connections, 
switchboard, electrical apparatus, fifty 
lamps,. copper. wire,. and, twenty ‘cars, the 
latter at $1,000 each. These new cars are 
required because every train must have one 
car fitted with the electrical machinery, 
and the old ones are not serviceable for 
this. 

‘‘It will completely transform bridge traf- 
fic,” said President Howell, who is quite 
enthusiastic over the change. ‘‘ There will 
be numerous advantages obtained. In the 
first place, we will save $35,000 a year, and 
that is quite an item. Then there will be 
no more blockades. There cannot be a 
block when we get the electric cars On, 
for the moment anything happens to the 
grip or the cable the trolley pole will be 
thrown on the wire, and only a few sec- 
onds lost. One car on every train will be 
equipped with cable and trolley appliances. 

‘Another big advantage will be in the 
absence of all smoke, gas, and steam in 
the stations, and the discontinuance of 
waits, caused by the engines backing out 
after they have shifted a train. In the 
new method the car which does the switch- 
ing will be in the train, and will go over 
the bridge with it. We are now running 
on 90 seconds’ headway, but with the elec- 
tric cars we will run on a headway of, first, 
60 seconds, and then 45 seconds. There will 
be absolutely no danger of collision, and lL 
hope to see the day when we can run on a 
headway of 30 seconds. 

“Running even on 60 seconds’ headway 
will increase our capacity 50 per cent., and 
we will be able to take care of 40,000 to 
50,000 passengers an hour—that is, going 
one way. The Brooklyn terminus will be 
finished in a month. The elevated cars are 
now running above Sands Street. The New- 
York terminus will be completed in three 
months, and we will then be in position to 
defy criticism. At the Brooklyn terminus 
there are fifty-two feet of stairway, which 
is sufficient for the traffic. At the New- 
York end there is plenty of room.” 

The Reno elevator people, who proposed 
putting in inclined elevators at the termi- 
nals, had not furnished their fifty-thou- 
sand-dollar bond at noon yesterday, and it 
was understood that their proposition had 
been abandoned.

GEORGE MUNRO’S WILL FILED. 


All the Pablisher’s Proyerty Left to 
His Wife and Children. 


The will of George Munro, the publisher, 
was filed for probate in the Surrogate’s 
oflice yesterday. It is dated Feb. 18, 1892, 
and has two codicils, dated Feb. 8, 1504, 
and Aug. 1, 1895. 

_To Mr. Munro’s widow, Catherine F. Mun- 
ro, the free use for life of the house at 
15 West Fifty-seventh Street, and a life 
annuity of $10,000 are left. To the testator’s 
eldest son, George W. Munro, the Munro 
Building, at 17 to 27 Vandewater Street 
and 49 to 51 Rose Street, and the proper- 
ty at 29 Vandewater Street and 53 Rose 
Street, are given. ; 

To the eldest daughter, Barbara F. Schur- 
man, wife of President Schurman of Cor- 
nell University, is allotted the apartment 
house known as the Dalhousie, in West 
Fifty-ninth Sireet. The testator’s second 
son, John Munro, receives the properties at 
196 to 200 Front Street, 21 and 23 Centre 
Street, 25 Chambers Street, and 1 Reade 
Stréet. To the second daughter, Helen L. 
Munro, the testator devises the proper- 
ties at 245 Broadway and 2 Murray Street, 
208 Grvene Street, and, at her mother’s 
death, the residence at 15 West Fifty-sev- 
enth Street, with the pictures, paintings, 
books, horses, and carriages, besides a 
legacy of $50,000. The will also bequeaths 
to Mr. Munro’s bookkeeper, Duncan Buch- 
anan, $3,000. 

The remainder of the estate, including 
the Summer residence at Pine Hill, in the 
Catskills, is devised in equal shares to the 
testator’s four children. 

There are no bequests to public institu- 
tions, it having been Mr. Munro’s settled

TO BEGIN ITS FRESH-AIR WORK. 


Plans of Association for Improving 
Condition of the Poor, 


The fresh-air work of the Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor will 
soon begin for the season of 1896. It is the 
endeavor of the association to enable the 
mothers and children, particularly those 
suffering from disease and recovering from 
illness, to secure the benefit of pure air and 
sunlight, essentials of health which cannot 
be obtained in the tenements. The single 
day’s outing has often restored to health a 
person who would, without it, have become 
a charge to his family, and later to the com- 


munity, while a fortnight’s stay at the 
home at the critical period of convales- 
cence has saved many a life. 

The ocean parties, limited this year to 
300, will go three times a week to the asso- 
Ciation’s homes at West Coney Island. The 
work was extended by means of a t:ained 
nurse and kindergarther last year, and the 
importance of these services was such that 
the two departments will be continued. A 
second extension of the work for 1896 will 
be what may be termed the Department 
of ‘Food Economy, which will be presided 
over by a competent person, who will show 
the girls and the women by daily object 
lessons how to prepare tasty and nutri- 
tious food economically for both well and 
sick persons. The instruction will be car- 
ried on without textbooks, and will de- 
pend largely on the tact and personality 
of the teacher. The kindergartner’s work 
includes talks on the marine objects and 
insect life around, and from these talks a 
digression is made to human physiology, 
ways and means of keeping the body in 
health being suggested.

DO NOT EXPECT A GENERAL STRIKE,

Dissatisfied Express Porters Quit and 
Their Places Were Filled. 


There was no indication yesterday that 
the strike begun last Friday evening by 
eight porters of the Adams Express Com- 
pany would extend to other employes. The 
porters had* been receiving $50 a month, 
and there had been no attempt to lower 
their wages. «4 

They quit work because, as they said, 
the hours were too long, and they left the 
platforms of the receiving depot, Forty- 
ninth Street and Madison Avenue, clogged 
with freight. It was too late to fill their 
places for the night, but on Saturday new 


men were engaged, and the work has since 
that time been going on as usual. 

President Weir explained yesterday that 
the cutting down of the pay of some of the 
employes was the result of an equalization 
of salaries of those doing the same kind of 
work. ‘‘ Frequent complaints had been 
made,” he said, ‘‘ by employes in contigu- 
ous cities, who were holding certain posi- 
tions in the service of the company, that 
they were receiving lower salaries than 
employes in other cities who were perform- 
ing exactly “the same kind of service. About 
a year ago the Board of Managers appoint- 
ed a commission to investigate this mat- 
ter, and on the report of this commission 
the equalization of salaries was based. This 
of course, necessitated the reduction of 
some salaries, but the wages of the porters 
who struck were not affected. These men 
are really unskilled laborers, and it was not 
difficult to fill their places, and our business 
has been retarded little.”’ 

General Manager McWilliams said there 
was not the slightest probability of a gen- 
eral strike. None of the men working 
about the depot or on the wagons seemed 
to have any interest in the matter. 


CRITICISM FOR A JUDGE 





PARKHURST SPEAKS HIS MIND 
AS TO PARKER TRIAL, 


DR. 


Things Have a Peculiar Look, and It 
Would Be Consistent with Judi- 
cial Dignity to Make an Explana- 
tion, He Says—In Old Times Had 
to Wateh the Police, but Now 
Necessary to Watch the Bench—No 
Reply from Judge Cowing. 


The Rev. Dr. C. H. Parkhurst is dissat- 
isfied with the outcome of the trial of 
Cornelius B. Parker, who has been called 
“the Policy King.’ The. case was tried 
last week before City Judge Rufus B. 
Cowing ‘in the Court of General Sessions. 


The Judge discharged the jury, which stood 
ten to two for conviction after it had con- 
sidered.a verdict for two hours, ‘ 

The Society for the Prevention of Crime, 
of which Dr. Parkhurst is President,..was 
much interested in the trial of Parker, 
against whose system of pol:cy shops its 
agents had accumulated much evidence. 
During the trial of Parker, Chief Detective 
Dennett of the society keenly watched the 
proceedings, and it appears that his reports 
to Dr. Parkhurst prompted the clergyman 
to criticise Judge Cowing’s methods. 

At the trial two agents of the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime were ordered from 
the court, and Dr.\Parkhurst maintains that 
they were orderly, and that what was done 
to them was simply smiting the society. 
Exception is taken to the action of the 
court in shortening the plea for the people 
by Assistant District Attorney O’Hare, and 
Dr. Parkhurst is of the opinion that Judge 
Cowing should have endeavored to compel 
a unanimous and satisfactory verdict by 
the jury, especially as one of the two who 
favored acquittal was wavering. 

Dr. Parkhurst, in his criticism, added: 

‘““We gon’t want to lose our confidence in 
our Judges, and shall keep open minds to 
any elucidation which Judge Cowing, in par- 
ticular, may be avle to furnish, but as 
things are now, the outlook is a bad one. 
The situation is an ugly one.” 

“TIT have made no charge against Judge 
Cowing,’’ said Dr, Parkhurst last evening. 

‘“‘T have simply said things have a peculiar 
look, and it seems to me it would be per- 
fectly consistent with Judge Cowing’s judi- 
cial dignity to explain the matter from his 
standpoint, and thus give us an opportunity 
of cherishing that confidence in the bench 
which no one more than I desires to see 
it possible to cherish. 

“Yes, I did say that in the old times we 
had to watch the police, but that now the 
police are doing well, and that it seems 
necessary to watch the bench. 

‘**A good many complaints are coming to 
us from members of the police force to this 
effect, that no matter how hard they work, 
and no matter what efforts they put forth 
looking to the repression of crime, a num- 
ber of the Judges show no sympathy with 
their efforts, and ‘turn the police down.’ 

‘““And most of these policemen are com- 
ing to say that it doesn’t pay to be true 
to duty, and that is one motive that has 
actuated us toward keeping a careful watch 
on the judiciary that we have latterly been 
keeping, and which will very likely issue 
in a criticism of one or two other Judges 
before we are through.” 

“T have no desire,’ said Judge Cowing 
last night, ‘‘to enter into any discussion 
with Dr. Parkhurst about my judicial ac- 
tion. The case of Parker is one of record 
and speaks for itself. So—I have nothing 
more to say.” 

Parker is to be retried next month. 





MRS. WHITTAKER TO BE ARRAIGNED. 





Inquesis on Her Mother and Father 
Concluded at Port Jervis. 


Port JERVIS, May 4.—The testimony in 
the inquest on the death of Jacob Snyder 
was concluded this afternoon, 

Dr. Banks testified that he was called to 
prescribe for Mr. Snyder, and found him 
suffering from. gastro-intestinal irritation, 
caused by irritant poison. At the consul- 
tation with Drs. Swartwout and Cuddeback 
they came to the same conclusion. 

Coroner Harding charged the jury, and it 
retired. 

The verdict in the case of Mrs. Frances 
Snyder was opened. It reads: ‘‘ Mrs. Fran- 
ces Snyder came to her death by arsenical 
poisoning, administered by some person, 
and suspicion points to Mrs. Martha Whit- 
taker.’’ 

The jury in the case of Jacob Snyder 
rendered the following verdict: ** Jacob 
Snyder came to his death by arsenical poi- 
soning, either taken accidentally or admin- 
istered by some. person or persons unknown 
to the jury.” 

Mrs. Martha Whittaker, daughter of the 
victims, who has been under surveillance 
at the Port Jervis Hospital since the death 
of her parents, will be arraigned to-morrow 
morning before a Magistrate on a charge 
of murder, and will probably be held for 
the Grand Jury on the strength of the ver- 
dict of the Coroner’s jury.

A New System Started by the Ameri- 
ean District Company. 


An extensive change 
the American District Messenger Company 
was becun yesterday, when twenty mes- 
sengers usec bicycles in delivering mes- 
sages. It is hoped that before long ail the 
messengers will be provided with bicycles. 
When the company decided to use bicycles 
twenty boys who were known to be good 
riders were picked out, and were told to 
be at the office at Fifty-eighth Street and 
Fifth Avenue early yesterday morning. 
They were all on time, each dressed in 
his new uniform of blue and brown, with 
short leggins. They were assigned to duty 
at various offices above Twenty-third Street. 

A crowd of people gathered about the 
place and applauded the messengers as 
they left the office and lined up along the 
Fifth Avenue curb, each grasping the han- 
dle bars of a new bicycle. 

‘“‘Mount! Go!” called out Superintendent 
Rayens. At the word each messenger 
mounted his bicycle, circled about the 
Plaza until satisfied that he was firmly on 
his wheel, and then started for the office 
to which he was assigned. The start was 


made so quickly and with so little fric- 
tion that the crowd again agplauded. 
‘““This is simply a-preliminary step,” said 
Superintendent Rayens. ‘‘ The entire serv- 
ice is to be remodeled. We are seeking to 
get a better class of boys, and to appeal to 
their pride and ambition to perform faith- 
ful service. A system of promotions has 
been established, and every boy will be 
made to feel that he can rise to a higher 
and more responsible position by hard and 
conscientious work. A boy of ordinary in- 
telligence can learn to ride a bicycle in a 


day, so that there will be no trouble on 
that score. It will not be long before the 


entire department, up town and down town, 
will be equipped with bicycles, and the efti- 
ciency of the service will be doubled. 





PEDDLER PERSECUTED BY POLICE. 


Was Discharged from Arrest on Mr, 


Blumberg's Testimon;. 


Gabriel Kohn was taken to’ Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday by Police- 
man Murphy, who swore that his prisoner, 
a toy peddler, had violated a city ordi- 
nance by staying in one place on West 
Fourteenth Street more than ten minutes. 
Kohn declared that he had been in the 
place not more than three minutes. 

At this point a man stepped up to the 
Magistrate’s desk and said that he was 
Julius Blumberg, a manufacturing station- 
er, and a member of a Good Government 
club. 

“I have carefully investigated this man’s 
case,” the said, ‘‘and have found that he is 
a consumptive, and that his wife is also a 
victim of that disease. Under the most fa- 
vorable circumstances he cannot make 
more than $3 a week, and he has told me 
that the police have harassed him so much 
that he has found it almost impossible to 
make that amount. He was unjustly ar- 
rested last Thursday, on a charge similar 
to the one now brought against him, and 
Magistrate Wentworth dismissed the com- 
plaint. I made, an arrangement with the 
prisoner to follow him to-day when he ap- 
peared on Fourteenth Street. I was on the 
other side of the street this morning when 


he put his basket down on Fourteenth 
Street, near Sixth Avenue.

AT HIGHER RATE OF INTERES,

Controller Says This Points Gut Seve 
eral Truths, that 
Greater New-York Has Not !Iniured 
the. City’s Credit—Would Return 
to Old Rate—One Firm Likely to_ 
Get All the Securities Under Pres<« 
ent Interest. 


Among Them 


Controller Fitch opened bids yesterday 
for $4,039,502.84 in the gold, 34% per cent, 
bonds and stocks of the city. 

Almost all these bonds were offered for 
Sale about a month ago at 3 per cent., and 
out of the whole amount offered only $175,< 
000 wes bid for. This was considerable of a 
Surprise, and at the Controller’s request 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
raised the rate of interest to 3% per cent. 

This quickened the demand for the bonds, 
and when they were offered again yester- 
day the issue was oversubscribed ten times. 
Many of the largest boné@-buying houses in 
Wall Street were in the competition to get 
the bonds this time. 

Much to Controller Fitch’s satisfaction, 
there were fifty-five bids in the box when 
he opened it, and they ranged from 109 to 
par on small lots from $25,000 to $100,000. 

Speyer & Co. bid for the entire issue, of- 
fering 102.7563. Vermilye & Co. also asked 
for the entire issue, and outbid Speyer & 
Co. by offering 104.089 and accrued inter- 
est. 

The bonds will doubtless be awarded to 
Vermilye & Co. Their bid was for all or 


none. Arbuckle Brothers bid for several 
lots, their figures ranging from 104.20 to 
102.61. Blake Brothers’ bid from 101.66 to 
102.10. Lewishon Brothers bid for $200,000 


in twenty-five-thousand-dollar lots, at 106%, 
107, 10544, 106, 105, 106, and 10%). 

EE: C. Stanwood of Boston bid for $100,000 
at $104.77. The New-York Life Insurance 
Company offered from 101.51 to 102.56 for 
$1,000,000 worth of bonds. 

The Dry Dock Savings Institution offered 
only par and accrued interest. jMaitland, 
Phelps & Co. bid for $100,000 in fifty-thou- 
sand-dollar lots at 101.84 and 102.37. 
_Police Commissioner Andrews, for the 
Police Pension Fund, offered 103.46 for $300,- 
000 worth on the 1910 issue, 103.64 for the 
1911 issue, 104.48 for the 1916 issue, and 
105.81 for the 1926 issue. 

There were several other bids ait about 
the same rate. They will be tabulated, and@ 
the award will probably be made to Vere 
milye & Co. to-day. After the bids were 
opened Controller Fitch said: 

The sale of the city bonds at the prices offered 
seems to me to demonstrate several things which 
are of general interest. 

One is that the proposed creation of the Greater 


New-York has not injured the credit of the 
city. At the time that we failed to seli the 3 
per cent. bonds the bill for consolidation was 


being considered in the Legislature and its pas- 


sage was doubtful. Since then it has been 
passed by both houses and seems likely to be 
signed by the Governor. Yet this action is fol- 


lowed by a large number of bids fsr our bonds 
at fair premiums. 


Another fact proved by the result of this 
sale is that there is plenty of money ready to 
be loaned us in this city if we will deserve to have 


it loaned to us, and that it is only our own fault 
if we have to pay higher interest from year to 
year. In this view it is a matter of great regret 
that with a money market like this te rely upon 
we should have been forced to raise the rate 
from 3 per cent. to 3% per cent. 

We should try by economy in city expenditures 
and a reduction instead of an inerease of our 
bonded debt to get back upon the 3 per cent. 
basis as soon as we can. We are obliged to bore 
row money constantly, and will be for years to 
come, aryl our rate of interest will go down 
again to 3 per cent. or below, or go-up=to 4 per, 
cent. or more, depending on how wer*tricreasé or 
decrease our yearly expenses and our permanent 
debt. 

Another and most important and interesting 
fact is that, even by the higher rate of interest 
which we are foreed to pay, we borrow cur money 
at cheaper rates than the National Government. 


At the recent sale of 4 per cent. Government 
bonds an average price was realized which re- 
sulted in the purchaser netting about 3% per 
cent. on his investment. At the price at which 
city bonds sold to-day the purchasers wilil net 
only about 3.23. 


In tabulated form it is shown that Vere 
milye & Co. were the highest average bide 
ders. Their premium amounted to, $165,- 
175.27, which is more than the highest 
combination,of other bidders. The amount 
bid exceeded $41,000,000, which is ten times 
in excess of the amount asked for in the 
sale.

THE BOSTON MARKET, 


Boston, May 4.—The features of to-day’s 
market were Bay State Gas securities, Dominion 
Coal, and New-Haven. The first two took up 


the attention of the Street almost to the entire 
exclusion of the rest of the list. Bay State Gas 
jumped 1% on the opening, gained 2 points furth- 
er, and closed at 16. The firsts rose 7 points to 
90, and closed at 88.

Harmonizing of 
different gas interests and heavy purchases by 
Standard Oil people are the rumored causes of 
the rise in these securities.

RELIEF WORK AMONG ARMENIANS. 


Miss Clara Barton Tells of the Need 
of Funds and Appeals for Aid. 


The National Armenian Relief Committee 


has received from Miss Clara Barton, Pres- 
ident of the American Red Cross Society, 
a report of the relief work in Turkey. The 
report is dated at Constantinople April 16, 


and says: 

By getting better acquainted with surroundings 
and people and learning the methods of business 
pursued here, I am able to accomplish the relief 
work more rapidly than at first, when all here 
was strange and new. 

There have never been any obstacles placed in 
my way by the Government excepting those 
naturally growing out of the condition of af- 
fairs. 1 was asked to wait until investigation 
could be made. This lasted but a short time, 
and since then no delays, interference, or re- 
strictions have ever been proposed to me. it 
transportation and personal communication 
eould have been as easily managed, we could 
have been at field work long before we were. 

Three expeditions of active relief are in the 
field, sweeping a circle from Aintab northeast 
and northwest through tracks which I have be- 
fore indicated, searchin and relieving and 
distributing in the hidden and hitherto un- 
reached places. And the doctors are pushing 
on by twos and threes and fours, as they can 
be found and sent. One’s breath comes quick 
when it is pictured what their entrance into 
and presence with their medicines must be to 
those stricken cities, with their 7,000 to 10,000 
sick, dying seventy-five a day, and until they 
come not one doctor or an hour of medical 
treatment of their own. Dr. Hubbell, with his 
general supplies, is there, and there is no esti- 
mating what his experienced hands and brain 
will be able to do for them. A 

All this work and relief are ours. Without 
the contributions of America, none of this would 
be -here, but the sick, the suffering, and the 
dying would be here, and the poor fevered 
hands would reach. out in vain for a cup of 
water or the skill that could wrestle with the 
monster Death. 

The Relief Committee’s headquarters are 
at 45 William Street. The Executive Com- 
mittee, of which Spencer Trask is Chair- 
man, urges that contributions be sent to 
Brown Brothers of 59 Wall Street. 





BUSINESS TROUBLES. 


—E. & G. Friend & Co., wholesale dealers in 
leaf tobacco at 129 Maiden Lane, failed yester- 
day. They have been in business for over thirty 
years, and this is their second failure, BH. & G. 
Friend having failed in 1874, with liabilities of 
179,000, which they settled, it was said, at 40 
cents on the dollar.

CHICAGO PRODUCE 


MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, May 4.—Wheat bears were appar- 
ently content with the success achieved last 
‘week, They, at all events, evinced no aggress- 
iveness to-day, the slight loss being due rather 
to the pressure of long wheat than to selling of 
short stuff. A comparatively steady tone predom- 
inated, although there were periods when weak- 


ness was quite pronounced. The news had in 
it nothing to revive the drooping courage of 
holders. A liberal decrease in the visible supply 
took place, (2,427,000 bushels,) but it was less 
than the reduction for the corresponding week 
@ year ago by 1,100,000 bushels, and by no 
means extraordinary, in view of the recent open- 
ing of lake navigation. The weather was im- 
proved in the Northwest, and further progress 
the seeding had been made. The Weather Bureau 
however, predicted showers for to-day and to- 
night. Winter wheat information continued en- 
couraging. Receipts in the Northwest were 477 
cars, against 509 last Monday and 3884 cars a 
year ago. Chicago received 18 cars and in- 
spected out 190,159 bushels. Export clearances 
of wheat and flour aggregated 230,186 bushels. 
The world’s shipments of wheat last week 
amounted to 6,636,000 bushels. The amount on 
ocean passage increased 560,000 bushels, and the 
English visible supply decreased 77,000 bushels. 
Liverpool cables were lower and Continental ad- 
vices irregular, with declines. generally quoted. 

WHEAT—July wheat opened from 61%@615c, 
sold between 62c and 61%c, closing at 61%c, 4@%c 
under Saturday. Cash wheat was quiet and 
steady. Receipts at principal Western points, 
469,057 bushels; shipments, 1,104,834 bushels. 
Receipts at Eastern points, 260,203 bushels; ship- 
ments, 116,480 bushels. 

CORN—No news favorable to prices early in 
the session was received. A very heavy decrease 
in the visible supply (3,838,000 bushels) an- 
nounced later in the session would under ordi- 
nary circumstances have created a better feel- 
ing than existed, but, with the knowledge of 
large interior supplies, it fell flat. The falling 
off in stocks was naturally due to the lake move- 
ment just begun, and was therefore not unex- 
pected. The tone of wheat was also an unfavor- 
able factor in determining values. Receipts were 
large, at 352 cars, and 25,654 bushels were taken 
from store. Export clearances were moderate at 
145,171 bushels. The amount on ocean passage 
increased 720,000 bushels. Liverpool cables were 
quiet and steady. July corn opened at 29%@ 
29560, sold at 29%%c, closing at 29%c, ‘4c under 
Saturday. Cash corn was a shade easier. Prices 
were quotably \c lower than Saturday.
